right to a fair trial.

In Washington, the government 
was stunned into silence, the White 
House refused to comment, and the 
justice department -wuuid not say- 
what its next move would be. 


Asked whether the govern¬ 
ment would seek to pursue 
prosecution of the two, assis¬ 
tant prosecutor Warren Reese 
said: “It’s dead.” 

Byrne’s decision followed 
disclosures that the office of 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist had 
been broken into with the 
knowledge of White House 
staff members and that Ells¬ 
berg had been overheard in 
federal wiretaps. 

The involvement of Water¬ 
gate bugging conspirators E. 
Howard Hunt and G. Gordon 
Liddy brought about the dis¬ 
missal of all charges. 

Byrne said misconduct by 
the government—which in¬ 
cluded an administration-or¬ 
dered burglary and wiretaps 
—caused him to dismiss espi¬ 
onage, theft and conspiracy 
charges against Ellsberg and 
Russo. 

Hunt, who pleaded guilty in 
the Watergate breaking and 
Liddy, who was convicted 
after trial, bossed a team of 
men who at White House 
orders and with technical help 
from the Central Intelligence 
Agency rifled the files of Ells- 
berg’s psychiatrist to get in¬ 
formation about him.

OTTAWA - Canada will 
have to use its own funds to 
feed its soldiers serving on 
the International Commission 
of Control and Supervision 
(ICCS) in Vietnam, External 
Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp said Friday. 

He confirmed reports that 
the commission has run out of 
funds. 1 

Canada has requested. the 
parties to £be Paris peace 
agreement to supply more 
money, he told the Commons. 

In the meantime, the gov¬ 
ernment would ensure there is 
enough money for the Canadi¬ 
an truce team, but not for the 
other three countries on the 
commission. 

He was replying to Quebec 
Conservative Claude Wagner. 

The commission initially re¬ 
ceived about $1 million from 
each of the four parties to the 
Paris accord — North and 


South Vietnam, the Viet Cong 
and the United States. Howev¬ 
er, it has been unable to draw 
up a firm budget for its 
operations. 

Reports from Saigon say 
that private contractors sup¬ 
plying most of the basic ser¬ 
vices to the ICCS are becom¬ 
ing reluctant to continue 
operations without payment. 

Sharp said outside the Com¬ 
mons that helicopters hired 


by the ICCS could be ground¬ 
ed if funds are not made 
available soon. 

He said Canada is responsi¬ 
ble for about two per cent of 
the total operating costs of 
the commission. The other 
three countries on the ICCS, 
paying similar amounts, are 
Poland, Hungary, and In¬ 
donesia.

U.S. Expects Canada 
To Quit Peace Force 


WASHINGTON (CP) — Dip¬ 
lomats close to the scene here 
said Friday that Canada — 
three weeks away from her 
self-imposed Vietnam dead¬ 
line — "seems to be prepar¬ 
ing the ground for withdraw¬ 
al.” 

And the consensus is that 
the United States, while reluc¬ 
tant to see Canada leave the 
International Commission of 
Control and Supervision 
(ICCS), would not be inclined 
to press her to stay.

Canada seems to be prepar¬ 
ing the ground for withdraw¬ 
al, while very judiciously 
keeping the options open.

One of the dif¬ 
ficulties is that all parties to 
the agreement must approve 
the budget. 

Meanwhile the Viet Cong 
were reported to have apolo¬ 
gized and blamed poor com¬ 
munications with field units 
for the forcing down 'of two 
Joint Military Commission he¬ 
licopters Friday. 

The helicopters were fired 
on by machine-gunners during 
a routine liaison flight. One 
machine was hit in the tail 
and both made emergency 
landings in ViQt Cong-held ter¬ 
ritory 54 miles north of Sai¬ 
gon. No one w r as injured. 

And in Washington, the 
White House announced Unit¬ 
ed States envoy Henry Kis¬ 
singer and Le Due Tho of 
North Vietnam will return to 
the Paris conference table 
next Thursday to renew the 
search for a stable Vietnam 
peace.

OTTAWA (CP) — The Bank 
of Canada boosted the bank 
rate Friday night by one-half 
of one per cent to 5’% per 
cent, a further step in the 
bank’s efforts to restrict cred¬ 
it. 

A statement issued by the 
bank said that the new rate 
increase continues the policy 
outlined April 9 w’hen the rale 
was pushed up to 5*4 from 4*4 
per cent.

The statement said there 
has been a strong upward 
pressure on short-term inter¬ 
est rates in Canada in recent 
weeks following "extremely 
strong demand for credit.” 
This had been reflected in 
large increases in bank lend¬ 
ing. 


"The conduct of the govern¬ 
ment has placed this case in 
such a posture it precludes 
the fair and dispassionate 
consideration of issues by the 
jury," the judge said. He 
acted also on information that 
wiretaps had been placed on 
Ellsberg before he gave 
copies of the secret papers to 
the press. 

He said he was dismissing 
the case because of "the in¬ 
formation that has been pre¬ 
sented in the last several 
days,” as well as the wiretap 
disclosure. 

After the decision was an¬ 
nounced, Ellsberg told report¬ 
ers he plans numerous suits, 
including one against Pres¬ 
ident Nixon. 

“We will bring suit against 
all the conspirators, of which 
the president appears to be 
the ringleader,” Ellsberg 
said. "The president has led a 
conspiracy to deprive us of 
our civil liberties.” 

Ellsberg and Russo said 
they did not regret having re¬ 
leased the Pentagon Papers, 
which led to the two years of 
litigation. 

"We think that we had to 
tell the truth to the American 
people,” Ellsberg said. "Tony 
and I did something right in 
our lives.” 

In other Watergate-related 
developments: 

The Senatg committee on 
Watergate asked in court for 
copies of the docurrfbnts that

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Gerald Bouey, governor or

FBI Warning: 
Nixon 

Failed To Act 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pat¬ 
rick Gray, former acting FBI 
director, informed President 
Nixon about White House in¬ 
volvement in Watergate short¬ 
ly after the break-in at Demo¬ 
cratic national headquarters, 
the Baltimore Sun reports. 

The Sun says Gray tele¬ 
phoned Nixon shortly after 
the bugging raid last June 17. 
The Sun, quoting federal 
sources, says Gray told inves¬ 
tigators he received "no reac¬ 
tion" from the president when 
he expressed his concern that 
the FBI and CIA were being 
"used" by person a close to 
the White House. 

Similar accounts, also quot¬ 
ing sources, were published 
by the New York Daily News 
and broadcast by ABC televi¬ 
sion. 

Asked for reaction to the 
reports, a White House 
spokesman replied with a 


"no comment” on the grounds 
anything said might prejudice 
the prosecution or the rights 
of individuals.

He negotiated sep¬ 
arate contracts with NHL vet¬ 
eran Phil Watson as general 
manager and Johnny McKen¬ 
zie as playing coach. 

With the franchise, Pattison 
also acquired WHA rights for 
jCGttiCj Hu Ti nld **** «*l»»h could 
be moved to the Washington 
state city if no Coliseum lease 
is available here. 

Goaltender Bemie Parent, 
who was involved in contract 
squabbles with the Blazers to¬ 
ward the end of the season, is 
not involved in the deal.

Pattison said the reason for 
the quick negotiation with 
Philadelphia was the need to 
start selling season tickets in 
competition with the Canucks. 
He said tickets will go on sale 
Monday and will be 50 cents 
less than the NHL seats In all 
sections. 

Pattison said he’s confident 
the Blazers will be able to fill 
the 15,706-seat arena. 


"We’re bringing winning 
hockey to Vancouver," he 
said. "I put my money where 
I believe." 

The Blazers finished third 
In the Eastern Division last 
season. 

Transfer of the franchise 
was approved by WHA trust¬ 
ees in a telephone poll Thurs¬ 
day.

The 
letter accused two Democrat¬ 


ic presidential candiates of 
sexual misconduct. 

Four of the men who plead¬ 
ed guilty to conspiracy, bur¬ 
glary and wiretappying in the 
Watergate burglary were 
granted testimonial immunity 
for their appearance before 
the Senate Watergate commit¬ 
tee. Tvyo — Bernard Barker 
and Eugenio R. Maitinez — 
later were interviewed by the 
committee’s investigators. 

The dismissal was the sec¬ 
ond heavy blow in the case 
for the government, which in 
1971 ws unable to prevent 
newspapers from publishing 
the leaked Pentagon Papers 
although it took its position to 
the Supreme Court.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: When 
my children fall and cut 
themselves or suffer a break 
in the skin, my wife pours 
rubbing alcohol on the wound. 

I claim an antiseptic spray 
is safer, less painful and not 
dangerous. What's the medi¬ 
cal opinion? — S.S. 

Nothing wrong with the al¬ 
cohol except it is likely to 
sting, probably a lot more 
than the wound itself. 

As long as spray is avail¬ 
able, why not use it and spare 
the kids the extra pain? Ask 
your wife which treatment she 
would prefer. 

Before the new antiseptics 
came along, alcohol or even 
whisky was appropriate to use

and the general effectiveness 
was usually measured by 
"how' much it hurt." The idea 
has held on and your wife 
probably still feels that it has 
to hurt to be effective. Not 
true. 

Incidentally, the most effec¬ 
tive method of sterilization is 
to wash out the wound with 
soap and water. If a cut 


bleeds readily, probably 
that’s all you need do. 

However, since infection 
qsuaily comes after the cut, it 
is best to cover the wound 
with a sterile dressing. Every 
house should have a supply of 
covered, sterile bandages for 
such emergencies. 

While I’m on the subject, I 
should add that it is the punc¬ 
ture wound that is more likely 
to become infected and in that 
case antiseptics, whichever 
kind you choose, will have lit¬ 
tle if any value. 

Such wounds should be 
made to bleed and immediate 
steps should be taken to avoid 
infection, including getting a 
tetanus shot if the victim has 
not had one within five years.

Bonn Passes ‘Good Neighbor’Pact Five colliers Die 


BONN (UPI) The West 
German parliament Friday 
approved a good neighbor 
treaty establishing relations 
with East Germany. Chan¬ 
cellor Willy Brandt said it re¬ 
flected “post-war reality” in 
central Europe. 

The parliament actions ful¬ 
filled the major condition set 
by Soviet communist leader 
Ltortid Brezhnev for his visit 
to Bonn scheduled, to begin 
May 18. West German diplo¬ 
matic sources said Brezhnev 
made prior approval of the 
treaty the top condition for 
his visit. 

Before the votes, however, 
Brandt told parliament he 
still considers East Ger¬ 
many’s attitude hostile and 
would discuss his complaints 
personally with Brezhnev. 

Parliament approved the 
treaty setting up relations 
with East Germany by a vote 
of 268 to 217, with four opposi¬ 
tion Christian Democrats vot¬ 
ing with Brandt’s coalition 
government. The vote sup¬ 
porting UN membership ap¬ 


plications for both states was 
364 to 121. 

Brandt told the legislature 
the “good neighbor” treaty 
should be approved in spite of 
bitter Christian Democrat op¬ 
position because It reflected 
“post-war reality” in central 
Europe. 

his German realism is 
not a one-sided affair,” 
Brandt said. 

“I therefore must most 
earnestly point out to the 
other side that it still main¬ 
tains the most unnatural fron¬ 
tier in our area of civilization. 


“I will say frankly where 
things are not as they should 
be.” 

But the chancellor was also 
able to sweeten his call for 
approval of the treaty by an¬ 
nouncing the Soviet Union had 


agreed to conclude three trea¬ 
ties with East Germany, in¬ 
cluding provisos that Bonn 
can represent West Berlin in 
matters covered by these 
agreements. 

The agreements cover cul¬ 
tural relations, long-term eco¬ 


nomic cooperation and per¬ 
mission for the West German 
airline Lufthansa to extend its 
flight routes atroas Siberia. 

The Soviets had been balk¬ 
ing at including the so-called 
“Berlin clauses” because of 
pressure from East Germany.

fOW BEST TO SHARE tht cqst of a money-los¬ 
ing bus system remains a perplexing prob¬ 
lem. The provincial government’s proposal as put 
forward by Municipal Affairs Minister James 
Lorimer is that the government will pay all the 
capital costs of an expanded bus service and a half 
of the operating deficit, with the other half coming 
from local property taxation. The directors of the 
Greater Vancouver Regional District don’t like the 
idea of an additional, tax on property for public 
transportation. Neither, on this side of the strait, 
does the Gordon Head and District Ratepayers’ As¬ 
sociation, which debated the subject at its annual 
meeting. 

The Gordon Head ratepayer? came to the con¬ 
clusion that revenue from government-operated 
parking lots and increased taxation of motorists 
using their cars in connection with their work 
should be used to offset the transit deficits. Thus 
avoiding further taxation on homes, it was suggest¬ 
ed, would take the pressure off the elderly and re¬ 
tired.. 

The Vancouver regional directors have said 
I hey think a more appropriate source of the local 
shape of the deficit wonld be a further gasoline tax, 
a surcharge on electricity rates, higher licence fees 
for motor vehicles or increased parking charges^ It t 
is reasonable to argue that the best way to cut the 
bus losses would be to get the drivers out of their 
care and into the buses, although charging ,t^ em 


more for gasoline and licences and parking might 
only work that way in theory. 

But the New Democratic government has pro¬ 
mised (even if it seems to have forgotten the 
pledge) to remove taxation from property except 
for services to property. And in Vancouver, The 
Province takes the cautious view that if this comes 
about, local councils will soon take advantage of 
the extra tax room and the average taxpayer will 
soon be paying as much in property taxes as ever 
— and, if the transit deficit is to be overcome by 
some new levy or levies, this will be in addition. 

The Province even suggests that public transit 
is a service to property, rather than a service to 
people such as education and health care. This is a 
highly debatable proposition, but even if it is ac¬ 
cepted, the question of fair distribution of the costs 
to the beneficiaries is left open. Fairness and logic 
indicate that only property served by public trans¬ 
portation to a demonstrable degree should pay for 
it. 

It seems ridiculous to suggest that home- 
owners in Sooke or on the southern Gulf Islands — 
parts of the Capital Regional District — should pay 
part of the cost of a bus system that doesn’t extend 
anywhere dose to them. Certainly the residents 
would think so. And similarly there are large dis- 
t ricts fair ly close to central Victoria with the 
Hydro has routes Inconveniently far away. 

The only certainty is that the final solution is 
not going to satisfy everybody.

Where It Hurts 


T HEY HAD A GOOD IDEA and blew it. Hitting 
at the pocketbook might be the only way that 
France can be “persuaded" to stop atmospheric 
testing of nuclear devices. But the Anglican 
Church of Canada in annual general synod session 
at Regina dropped from its resolution of condemna¬ 
tion of the action a call for a ban on the buying of 
French goods. 

The boycott proposal came from Rev. R. D- F. 
Kimmitt of New Westminster, who called France 
an "outlaw of the civilized world” for defying Unit¬ 
ed Nations’ resolutions against any further above¬ 
ground nuclear detonations. It was abandoned be¬ 
cause of the fear of the majority of delegates that 
it would result in further widespread unemploy¬ 
ment. * 

That undoubtedly has been considered by 
others who have called for a monetary squeeze to 
halt the testing. To them the threat 1o lives from 
nuclear fallout is more important. 

On Thursday of this past week 35 major Aus¬ 
tralian unions put the “hot” label on all work on 
French aircraft, ships, goods and communications 
in protest of the plans for this year’s tests over 
Muroroa atoll. The unions apparently feel that fur¬ 
ther arguing with France on the subject is useless 
and rejected a request from their prime minister to 


keep telephone lines open. Their ban covers all 
mail, cable and telephone traffic. 

It follows a freeze imposed last month by Aus¬ 
tralia’s second largest union, the Amalgamated 
Metal Workers, on work for French companies, 
and a boycott of French products, which was fol¬ 
lowed a few days later by talk of a world-wide 
strike against French interests on the part of the 
International Confederation of Free Trade Unions. 
Meeting in Mexico City, the confederation’s finance 
and general purpose committee passed a strongly 
worded resolution for strike action against French 
goods, shipping, airlines and industries everywhere. 
It has to be sanctioned by the ICFTU executive 
board meeting in Vienna in July, but the Belgian 
secretary-general, Otto Kersten, said it would be 
carried out immediately if the French went ahead 
with the testing before the meeting. 

* "France has been ignoring protests from all 
over the world,” he is quoted as saying, “and it is 
about time we took some strong concrete action.” 

Some strong governmental action could be in 
the offing, too, with Australia getting the ball 
rolling. No decision has been reached, but there is 
talk of a multi-million dollar order for the new 
French Mirage F-l fighter aircraft to replace the 
Mirage 3 now in servipe “down under.” Here is an 
opportunity for "persuasion." 


Common Market Discussion Next Week 


Cautious Looks at Kissinger’s ‘Charter’ 


The foreign ministers of the 
European Economic Commun¬ 
ity will discuss Dr. Henry 
Kissinger’s proposed “new 
Atlantic Charter" and the in¬ 
clusion of Japan in a new 
Western political and econo¬ 
mic understanding at their 
meeting in Brussels next 
week. • 

The speech by President 
Richard Nixon’s foreign af¬ 
fairs adviser was discussed 
in Brussels at the beginning 
of the month by the political 
directors (permanent offi¬ 
cials) of tile foreign minis¬ 
tries of the Community.

and Development (OECD). 
The British government hopes 
it will be possible to work 
out an agreed ^European at¬ 
titude accepted not only by 
the nine Community countries 
but also by European mem¬ 
bers of NATO which are not 
in the EEC. 

There appears to be no 
question in the minds of either 
Americans or Europeans of 
including Japan in some new 
extended Western military al¬ 
liance centred on NATO. It is 
assumed that the United 
States would continue to be 
linked in separate regional al¬ 
liances with NATO in Europe 
and Japan in the Far East. 

The American idea seems 


to he rather to bring Japan 
into closer economic and pol¬ 
itical cooperation with the 
Western allies. This has al¬ 
ready happened to a certain 
extent in OECD and in other 
Western economic organiza¬ 
tions, especially those dealing 
with international money. 

The cautious welcome given 
to the Kissinger speech by 
Sir Alec Douglas-Homfe, Brit¬ 
ain’s foreign secretary, re¬ 
flected some uncertainty in 
London as to what Dr. Kis¬ 
singer 4 really has in mind, and 
also, on some points, the 
more sceptical views of the 
French. 

The British and French 
governments ore both opposed 
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to any U.S. troop reductions 
in Europe, even if there are 
equivalent reductions by the 
Russians in Eastern Europe. 
And they both want to keep 
this defence issue separate 
from the complex negotiations 
landing between the Common 
Market and the United States 
over trade, tariffs and mone¬ 
tary questions. 

Dr. Kissinger's speech Is 
regarded in Whitehall as pri¬ 
marily a broad political ges¬ 
ture by the U.S. government 
rather than a concrete plan. 
It recognizes that the emer¬ 
gence of the enlarged Euro¬ 
pean Community could have 
adverse effects on American 
policy. President Nixon, 
through Dr. Kissinger, has 
now challenged Europe to pro¬ 
duce ideas on how this bigger 
Europe and America, which 
with Japan are the world’s 
most powerful trading units, 
can eo-operate rather than 
compete and conflict.

Themselves 

We frequently hear and 
read about our elected repre¬ 
sentatives, at all levels of 
government, beseeching the 
workers, particularly those 
who are dependent upon pub¬ 
lic funds for their'income! to 
exercise restraint in their de¬ 
mands for salary and fringe 
benefit increases. 

The record of the past year 
of many of these elected of¬ 
ficials, with respect to voting 
themselves excessive salary- 
increases. is certainly not an 
example to encourage others 
to refrain from demanding 
substantial increases. 

First our MPs voted them¬ 
selves handsome salary in¬ 
creases, most generous fringe 
benefits and approved a pen¬ 
sion plan unequaled by any 
other in the world, and now 
are presently impatiently 
waiting to vote themselves 
a further increase. Then Mr. 
Barrett' immediately doubled 
the pay for the MLAs, which 
places them in a most en¬ 
viable income bracket that 
very few citizens in private 
enterprise enjoy. He has out- 
rated the capitalists, who he 
frequently criticizes. Saanich 
council doubled their salaries, 
followed by Victoria council 
granting themselves a 50 per 
cent increase! I also read re¬ 
cently where one council on 
the lower mainland voted 
themselves sufficient funds 
(approximately 510,000) to en¬ 
able them to* take their 
spouses to Charlottetown. 
P.E.I.. to a conference of rela¬ 
tive unimportance and unre¬ 
lated to the issues associated 
with their role in the com¬ 
munity. 

It is most apparent to me, 
because of our elected of¬ 
ficials* attitude of looking 
after themselves first, and 
also allocating public funds 
for purposes that I believe 
to be unwarranted and un¬ 
justified, a rough and most 
unpleasant period can be ex¬ 
pected when current munici¬ 
pal and private employee con¬ 
tracts expire. Furthermore 
these local salary increases 
combined with the extraor-. 
dinary increase in property 
taxes perhaps is the major 
reason why voters do not turn 
out at die polls. It seems to 
make no difference who is 
elected; they all appear to he 
tarred with the same brush.

Reformed, Progressive, Democratic 


West Germany Now 
A Respected Nation 


“I don’t feed burdened any 
more by the sins of our fa¬ 
thers,” remarked Klaus Hig- 
gin, a young civil servant in 
West Germany’s Ministry of 
the Interior. 

”1 don’t feel any guilt.” 

Higgih, smiling, wearing a 
fed shirt and smart, tan cor¬ 
duroy suit, with blondish hair 
almost to his shoulders, was 
bom two years after the start 
of the Second World War. He 
obviously has no sound reason 
for feeling any responsibility 
for the Nazi era. 

Like an increasing number 
of hi* fellow citizens, he i* 
proud to be German, “Thi* is 
a respected nation,” he says. 

That is true. Within the 
community of nations, West 
Germany again has practical¬ 
ly full respectability. 

Galda. Meir feels able now 
to invite Willy Brandt to visit 
Israel in June. 

Leonid Brezhnev, general 
secretary of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union, can 
prepare to travel to Bonn. 

Because of Germany’s 
Third Reich heritage, these 
forthcoming events would 
have been unlikely only a few 
years back. But West 
Germany gradually has 
proved to the world that it 
today is modem, reformed, 
progressive, democratic. It is 
cot the same old Germany. 

West Germany has a gov¬ 
ernment clean of Nazi tinges. 
The Social Democrats in the 
governing condition were the 
main opposition of the Na¬ 
tional Socialists in the 1930s. 
Chancellor Brandt, having re¬ 
sisted Hitler, was forced into 
exile in Norway and Sweden 
during the Third Reich. Israe¬ 
lis cannot rightly lay at his 
door blame for the murder of 
Jews. So it's politically safe 
for Prime Minister Meir to 
arrange the first visit ever of 
a German chancellor to the 
Jewish homeland. 

Modem Germany also has 
decided to make amends to 
its farmer enemies in 
the East. 

Symbolic of German peni¬ 
tence was die occasion in 1970 
when Chancellor Brandt knelt 
before the memorial to the 
Jews who die in the Warsaw 
ghetto uprising. Brandt was 
there to sign a treaty of 
friendship with Poland. He 
had earlier that year done the 
same with the Soviet Union. 
West Germany signed a basic 
treaty establishing normal re¬ 
lations with East Germany 
last fall. 

In effect, West Germany 
thereby accepted the conse¬ 
quence* of losing the Second 
World War. It no longer feels 
•o much pain from the loss of 
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former Eastern territories. 
Though not happy about the 
division of Germany into two 
states, West Germans have 
become more resigned to it. 
Furthermore, last year’s 
four-power agreement on Ber¬ 
lin removed that city as a hot 
spot in East-West relations. It 
does not now threaten the 
world with nuclear devasta¬ 
tion. 

It is this ostpolitik that 
paved the way for the first of¬ 
ficial visit of a Soviet party 
head to Bonn. 

In propaganda, Communist 
media may occasionally talk 
of revanchism in West Ger¬ 
many. In their own minds 
though, East bloc leaders can¬ 
not take such charges serious¬ 
ly- 

In fact modem Germany 
possesses a strong democra¬ 
cy. Bonn does not suffer from 
the confusion and feebleness 
that destroyed the Wiemar 
Republic. 

In die elections last fall, 
Chancellor Brandt’s coali¬ 
tion government won a 
clear majority. His own Social 
Democratic Party (SPD) for 
the first time won a plurality 
of votes. 

Without any compulsion. 
91.2 per cent of eligible West 
Germans voted. The campaign 
discussion Avas vigorous and 
sharp—but f not vicious. 

Under • a picture of Chan¬ 
cellor Brandt, thousands of 
SPD election posters pro¬ 
claimed: “Germans, we can 
be proud of our country.” In 
defeated Germany, no major 
postwar politician had ever 
adopted such a bold slogan. 

The election results indicate 
that certainly the younger 
generation of Germans, now 
moving into positions of re¬ 
sponsibility, agree with 
Brandt. Youth voted over¬ 
whelmingly for the SPD. 

Their pride is not the old, 
irrational, super-race variety 
of nationalism. It is a quieter 
self-confidence. What's more, 
this new nationalism is mo¬ 
dified by a sense of being Eu- * 
ropean as well as German. 
Germans are on average 
more in favor of European in¬ 
tegration than any other West 
European nation. 

“I wouldn’t mind having an¬ 
other nationality,” 6ays Rein- 
hard Stadelmann, a messen¬ 
ger for the Po6t Office here. 

It is not that the bearded 26- 
year-old dislikes his country. 
He admitted, after a sigh and 
pause, that he is proud of 
Germany. “But not in a na¬ 
tionalistic sense,” he added. 

Germans are no longer 
flag-waving, assertive patri¬ 
ots. They have no thirst for 
territorial expansion. The glo¬ 
rification of military might 
belongs to the past. If any¬ 
thing, the German defence 
forces suffer today from 
excessive disrespect and deri¬ 
sion. 

Germans see their culture 
as a great one. There may 
even be a tendency to look 
down at other cultures. Yet 
this remains somehow mixed 
with an admiration of things 
foreign. 

German politicians do not 
hesitate to mix a few English 
phrases into their pronounce¬ 
ments. German television 
picks tip with little fuss Brit¬ 
ish. American, or French pro- 
ductipns. sometimes In their 
original language. 

When asked for the basis of 
their pride. West Germans 
'‘quickly note their nation's 
“economic mirade.” its rapid 
postwar development into . a 
major industrial power. 


Some of them now talk 
about* Germany’s constructive 
diplomatic accomplishments. 
The Federal Republic has 
played a leadership role in the 
development and expansion of 
the European Community. Its 
ostpolitik, which won Brandt 
a politically valuable Nobel 
Peace Prize, has brought 
about much reconciliation 
with Ihe East Europeans. 

“We have become a re¬ 
spected nation because we are 
so well represented by our 
government,” asserted Higgin 
in probably a somewhat par¬ 
tisan statement. 

Nonetheless, it is quite cer¬ 
tain that Chancellor Brandt is 
the most respected, popular, 
and powerful politician in 
Western Europe today. 

He is the only European 
statesman who has a substan¬ 
tial appeal outside his own 
country, said an editorial in 
the London Times. "Were Eu¬ 
ropean integration another 
generation further on. it is 


almost inconceivable that he 
would not be elected as Pres¬ 
ident of Europe against any 
competitor.” 

There are other signs that 
other nations have upgraded 
West Germany’s image. 

For instance, when Federal 
President Gustav Heinemann 
travelled to Britain last fall, 
he received public acclaim 
and rave notices in the press. 
Considerable sour notes had 
marred the official visit of 
his predecessor, Heinrich 
Luebke. some years before. 

Gorman - French friendship 
has become an accepted fact: 
— something new in terms of 
their historical enmity. 

At the European Security 
Conference consultations in 
Helsinki, German was accept¬ 
ed as an official language. 
That means something to 
West German diplomats. 

The entrance of West Ger¬ 
many into the “high society” 
of nations will be capped off 
next fall when both Ger¬ 
many* are expected to be ad¬ 
mitted into the United Na¬ 
tions. 

Chancellor Brandt has still 
some way to go in sweeping 
away the clutter <>f the Sec¬ 
ond World War in his relations 
with Germany's communist 
neighbors to the east. 

Stalled talks over a treaty 
normalizing relations with 
Czechoslovakia were to re¬ 


sume this month. There are 
indications that the two na¬ 
tions have reached a compro¬ 
mise on the key issue holding 
up the treaty — the status of 
1938 Munich pact that led to 
Hitler’s takeover of Czechos¬ 
lovakia. 

If that can be cleared up, 
treaties with Bulgaria and 
Hungary are expected to fol¬ 
low shortly. At least no major 
hindrances are foreseen. 

Establishing normal rela¬ 
tions with the “other Ger¬ 
many” is proving more dif¬ 
ficult. 

Nearly every evening, the 
television news shows East 
Germans meeting with West 
Germans to examine various 
issues. But progress has been 
slow and limited. 

“The East Germans are 
worried about the effect of 
new contacts on their domes¬ 
tic political stability,” com¬ 
mented one diplomatic expert 
here. 

Chancellor Brandt’s greatest 
challenges now are primarily 
domestic. Peihaps the most 
dangerous threat to his gov¬ 
ernment is inflation. It is run¬ 
ning at 6.8 per cent. Econom¬ 
ists expect it to rise above 7 
per cent in the coming 
months. 

West Germany’s Bundes¬ 
bank has imposed a liquidity 
squeeze on the nation that is 
currently causing squeals of 
anguish. But economists 
wonder if monetary pressure 
alone can do the trick — if 
more budgetary restraint is 
needed to halt rising prices. 

To a Social Democratic 
Liberal government dedicated 
to a social welfare state, bud- 
getry restraint is hard. For 
example, it has found it em¬ 
barrassing to be somewhat 
more restrained in legislation 
improving the nation’s pen¬ 
sion system than the conser¬ 
vative Christian Democrat- 
Christian Social Union opposi¬ 
tion. 

Fortunately some reforms 
do not cost money. The SPD 
and its Free Democratic 
partners have just agreed on 
a liberalization of Weet Ger¬ 
many’s tough abortion and di¬ 
vorce laws. The coalition may 
in the future be able to work 
put a loophole-closing tax re¬ 
form. some measure to dis- 
Courage rampant land specu¬ 
lation. and some increase in 
the voice of labor in corporate 
management. 

Another issue for West Ger¬ 
many is its 2.3 million foreign 
workers who comprise 10 per 
cent of the work force. 

The nation has not yet fully 
accepted the likelihood that a 
sizable proportion of these 
foreigners want to stay. It 
does not look on itself as an 
immigrant country*. 

As it is. because of consid¬ 
erable discrimination and 
clashing cultures, many ob¬ 
servers figure Germany is 
creating a racial problem for 
itself. It could have a diseon- 
tended, troublesome, relative¬ 
ly poor, lower class that could 
again bring shame to Ger¬ 
many. 

On the whole, however, 
West Germany should consid¬ 
er itself today relatively fortu¬ 
nate among nations. It does 
not have the labor unease that 
trouble* Britain. It does not 
face the administrative stag¬ 
nation and social sluggishness 
of Italy. Though there is a 
slight leftish trend in the Fed¬ 
eral Republic, communism 
has nowhere near the political 
strength it has in France Nor 
tiocs Germany have anything 
like the crime problem of 
America, though the crime 
rate has been rising.

For more than adx months, 
it was easy to make money. 
Every one of about 240 listed 
shares soared day after day, 
some rising from par values 
of only 53 or 54 to 515 or 520. 
One even zoomed from 57 to 
5150. 

Fortune® were made so 
quickly that many workers 
gave up steady jobs to attend 
one of the four stock ex¬ 
changes every day. Those 
short of cash mortgaged their 
homes to try to pick up easy 
dollar®. 

For four months, from last 
December to March this year, 
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there was 
buyprs at 


a stampede of 
the exchanges. 
Masses of human beings 
blocked stairways leading to 
these places. 

In the trading halls, people, 
packed like sardines, were 
aglow with the Joy of new 
riches. Twittering women — 
housewives, servants, office 
girls — who had not the fog¬ 
giest idea* what stock trading 
really meant, watched the 
boards daily, buying and sell¬ 
ing in quick succession, mak¬ 
ing thousands of dollars with¬ 
out even 
cent 

But whatever they made 
went back into the market as 
the lust for more money 
grew. 

Today, the scene is very dif¬ 
ferent. There is gloom in 
every trading hall. The 
women twitter no more.

The boom balloon began to 
deflate after international 
monetary conferences re¬ 
solved the currency crisis fol¬ 
lowing the devaluation of the 
U.S. dollar. 

One of the principal cause* 
was said to be the withdrawal 
of investment money which 
had had poured into Hong 
Kong because of the crisis. 
Massive selling by profit- 
takers and a sharp tightening 
of local bank loans aggravat¬ 
ed the situation. 

Those ruined by the swift 
change of circumstances can¬ 
not say they were not 
warned of a possible crash. 
Government and financial ex¬ 
perts hammered the point far 
months. 

Those who did not heed the 
warning have paid a terrible 
price. 

Many of them have not only 
seen new fortunes vanish but 


their mortgaged home®, too. 
From being suddenly rich, 
others now find themselves 
deep in debt, unable to raise 
money to cover their losses. 

Some of the reported loesee 
are fantastic. 

The wife of a multi¬ 
millionaire is said to have lost 
40 million Hong Kong dollars 
(58 million U.S.) in two 
months. 

A newspaper colleague of 
mine who had a cool 51 mil¬ 
lion in stocks last March was 
talking about retiring. But he 
did not sell, believing that the 
market would continue its mi¬ 
raculous rise. Today he is a 
pauper. 

Another friend, who has 
5,000 shares in the stock that 
soared from 57 to 5150, has 
kissed good-bye to three 
quarters of a million dollars. 
The same stock was today 
worth only 523. 


Bank of Montreal Ups 
Prime Lending Rate 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
Bank of Montreal announced 
Friday it is increasing it* 
prime lending rate to 6*& per 
cent from 6 V* per cent effec¬ 
tive Monday. 

The bank also said rates on 
mortgage loans under die Na¬ 
tional Housing Act will be ad¬ 


vanced from 9 per cent to 914 
per cent. 

The bank said in a state¬ 
ment the increases are due to 
high levels of loan demand in 
Canada. To meet the demand, 
the bank is being required to 
resort to higher-priced 
sources of funds. 
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Turner Defends Policy 
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OTTAWA (UPP — Finance 
Minister John Turner Friday 
defended the Bank of Mont¬ 
real’s new interest rate policy 
which raised rates from 
per cent to 6%cent on loans 
over 5100.000. 

Turner told Opposition 
Leader Robert Stanfield that 
the Bank of Montreal was "in 
effect adopting a dual rate 
system to preserve accessi¬ 
bility on small business and 
consumer loans at the present 
rate of the market.”

James McCrossan, Informa¬ 
tion officer with the branch 
said director William Vena¬ 
bles will study the report and 
decide what orders to issue. 

“We don’t see It as a prob¬ 
lem as much as a situation 
that bears investigation,” he 
said.

Government photos of the 
discharge outfall area "ap¬ 
parently show something sig¬ 
nificant," McCrossan said. 

The whole situation dates 
back to May, 1971, when 
Dison Development Ltd., on

GENEVA (UPI) — The U.S. 
and Soviet Union held another 
meeting in the new round of 
Stretgic Arms Limitation 
Talks following consultations 
between chief American nego¬ 
tiator U. Alexis Johnson and 
Henry Kissinger in London. 
The meeting was the 25th 
since a new round began last 
Nov, 21. 


Ottawa Plans 
Fish Hatchery 

lYie federal government has 
bought a parcel of land in the 
Campbell River area for a 
fish hatchery. 

Ottawa has paid the provin¬ 
cial government about $74,500 
for the land which lies along 
the Quinsam River in the Say- 
ward land district, just west 
of Campbell River. 

The land has been in an 
area zoned for logging. 


with the government to dis¬ 
charge waste* into the sea. 

The application was "re¬ 
jected outright" by Venables, 
McCroesan said, but this deci¬ 
sion was overturned by the 
Pollution Control Board, 
which has no administrative 
ties with the control branch. 

Venables was ordered to 
amend the application as he 
deemed necessary and issue 
the permit. 

He amended the application 
"drastically ,, by ordering the 
company to build a 1,500-foot 
pipe which would discharge 
the tailings at a depth of at 
least 40 feet below the lowest 
water level. 

He also ordered that the lo¬ 
cation of die proposed pipe be 
moved substantially west¬ 
ward. 

Venables then ordered that 
the content of the discharge 
be changed, particularly as to 
the amount of cyanide in the 
waste water. 

The leak developed toon 
after the pipe was installed 
and tailings are going into the 
ocean at the low tide mark in¬ 
stead of 40 feet, according to 
Howard Elder, die area’s rep¬ 


resentative on the Capital Re¬ 
gion Board. 

"We have been investigating 
this right from the start," 
McCroesan said. 

“What makes the whole sit¬ 
uation even more complicated 
Is that the company now 
wants its permit amended so 
it can discharge just off the 
beach. 

"We’re living in a democra¬ 
cy and they have every right 
to make this request. Whether 
or not they get it is another 
matter.” 

However, on Thursday the 
government gave the mine a 
three-year permit to operate 
the mine, on the basis of its 
pollution control program. 

A cabinet order stkted that 
the mine had "submitted a 
program for the protection 
and reclamation of the sur¬ 
face of the land and water¬ 
courses to be affected by its 
operation.”

TORONTO (CP) — On- 
tario’s controversial increase 
in sales tax to 7 per cent from 
5 per cent has resulted in a 
legal action started Friday by 
a Globe and Mail employee. 

Cameron Smith, assistant to 
the newspaper’s editor, issued 
a writ against the T. Eaton 
Co. Ltd. after one. of the 
firm’s Toronto stores refused 
to complete a sale at the 5- 
per-cent tax rate. 

The increase, under debate 
in the legislature, was put 
into general effect May 1. It 
has not been passed. 

Smith, who said he initiated 
the court action on his own 
behalf, was attempting to buy 
four pairs of tennis socks va¬ 
lued at $5. 

"I object to paying the 
extra 2-per-cent (sales tax) 
because it’s not yet law," he 
said. "There’s 10 cents in¬ 
volved, but a great deal of 
principle.” 

Eaton’s has 10 days to file 
notice of dispute of the claim. 

Harry Kimber, Smith’s law¬ 
yer, said he isn’t sure how the 
action would affect passage of 
legislation enacting the tax in¬ 
crease. 

A clerk of the legislative as¬ 
sembly said the house tradi¬ 
tionally does not debate mat¬ 
ters which are before the 
courts, but added that this 
would not prevent debate of 
proposed revisions to statutes. 

Smith said letters were sent 
to Allan Reuter, speaker of 
the legislature, and leaders of 


the three political parties, no¬ 
tifying them of the action and 
suggesting that debate on the 
tax bill be stood down while it 
is before the courts. 

New Democratic Party 
leader Stephen Lewis said the 
court action demonstrates 
"the folly of the government 
in persisting in the application 
of this tax retroactively." 

Liberal leader Robert Nixon 
said he couldn’t see any point 
in standing the bill down. 

"Discussions on the statue 
should not influence the prin¬ 
ciple of the case," he said. 

Premier William Davis re¬ 
ferred Smith’s letter to Trea¬ 
surer John White.

Each photograph covers an 
area 100 miles wide and with 
a scale of 44 miles to one 
inch.

Many Anglicans ^ wdl be 
upset by the idea of women 
priests in their church, Bishop 
(Roy Gartrell of British Col¬ 
umbia and delegate Ruth 
Scott of vrcxoriar said Friday 
on their return from the Gen¬ 
eral Synod of the Anglican 
Church of Canada in Regina 
this week. 

Miss Scott, who introduced 
the resolution to accept in 
principle the ordination of 
women, said she was “very 
happy” that it had passed 
with such a healthy majority. 

Gartrell said he could see 
no theological reaosn why 
women should not be made 
priests in the church. 

But he pointed to the 
amendment which calls for 
the delay of implementation 
until the House of Bishops has 
worked out a pattern for the 
Canadian church that would 
include an educational pro¬ 
cess for the church. 

He said he would not hazard 


a guess as to how' Jong it 
would be before women could 
become priests. 

“It might never happen,” 
he said, "because of reac¬ 
tion.” 

Opposition would come 
f mm hnth _ ippn and women. 
both agreed. The bishop said 
both sides could find scriptual 
references which would ap¬ 
pear to support their stands. 

"I would never ordain a 
woman until I had a place far 
her,” he said, but added that 
he doesn’t ordain men either 
unless he has positions for 
them to fill. “There’s no use 
ordaining a vacuum.” 

Miss Scott was asked in 
1955 to work on a commission 
considering ordination of 
women and she was on it for 
six years. 

She said that actually she 
had been working on it all her 
adult life. As principal of the 
Anglican Women’s Training 
College in Toronto, she was 
involved with many women 
who would have liked to be 
ordained. A graduate of theo¬ 
logy herself she worked pro¬ 
fessionally with the church 
and would like to have been 
ordained. However, now re¬ 
tired, she said she felt the 
time had passed for such a 
move. 

There are four women in 
the diocese of Brandon who 
have been in charge of 
parishes for some time and 
another woman is a canon of 
the cathedral in the Saskatoon 
diocese. The four deacons and 
none of the five has been or¬ 
dained. 

They can do everything in 
the church but celebrate holy 
communion and pronounce 
absolution, the biship ex¬ 
plained 1 . 

Church synods in Hong 
Kong. Burma and Wales have 
passed similar resolution. 

Roman Catholic Bishop 
Remi de Roo of Victoria was 
an observer at the synod 
which concluded Friday.

Hopson’s Parting Advice: 


Let Manager Do Job 
Or Scrap Position 


In a formal parting shot, 
deposed City Manager Wil¬ 
liam Hooson said Friday that 
Victoria city council should 
take a whole new approach to 
the manager’s role, or scrap 
the position altogether. 

To appoint a full-time re¬ 
placement without defining 
the city manager's function 
vis-a-vis council “would sim¬ 
ply be an exercise in futility,” 
Hooson said in a letter to 
Mayor Peter Pollen and al¬ 
dermen. 

Centralizing administrative 
decision-making in the office 
of mayor “is not compatible 
with the council-manager sys¬ 
tem, and indeed, disrupts and , 
negates it,” he added. 

Hooson, a city employee for 
23 years, was asked to resign 
from his $25,000-plus job last 
month. Official reason was an 
inability to keep up with the 
growing complexities of city 
business. 

His letter Friday suggests 
that he felt he was being left 
out in the cold in the decision¬ 
making process. 

‘*My experience has led me 
to believe that members of 
council, in spite of protesta¬ 
tions to the contrary, are no 
longer prepared to delegate to 
the manager the necessary 
authority to undertake the 
duties and responsibilities as¬ 
signed to the position by stat¬ 
ute and bylaw.” 

Hooson also criticized Pol¬ 
len for his view that the 
mayor is responsible for the 
conduct of all officers and 
employees And the manage¬ 
ment of the city. 

“At the present time, the 
situation is greatly confused, 
as the mayor and committee 
chairman do not differentiate 
between policy matters and 
administrative routine. 

“Unwittingly or otherwise, 
they tend to bypass the man¬ 
ager and in some instances, 
even the department heads, 
without any real appreciation 
of the effect of their actions 

He said that unless council 
was ready to let the manager 
do his job, it should abandon 
the post entirely and return to 
the system under which each

department reports to council 
through the committee chair¬ 
man. In this case, the chair¬ 


man becomes the department 
head. 

Of his own dismissal, Hoo¬ 
son mentioned he did not get 
a warning or hearing, “vague 
and unspecified insinuations” 
were made about his perform¬ 
ance, and he was not given 
the opportunity for another 
job within the civic service. 

He said he was also led to 
believe that his impending 
dismissal had been discussed 
by council for Some time 
without his knowledge, de¬ 
spite the fact that he attended 
all meetings, both formal and 
caucus. 

“If ... I have failed.to fulfil 
the expectations of council, it 
has not been for the lack of 
effort, and if my ability was 
being questioned, this was 
never formally brought to my 
attention.” 

Mayor Pollen said Friday 
■evening he had not yet re¬ 
ceived the letter and thus 
could not comment. 


Grade 7 Books 
Will Be Free 


Grade 7 students in all B.C. 
schools will not .have to pay 
rent for their school textbooks 
next year. 

They'll be issued free text¬ 
books like all Hie other ele¬ 
mentary school pupils, in¬ 
stead of having to rent them 
as high school students do. 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly, in announcing the 
change Friday, said about 
45,000 students stood to bene¬ 
fit from the new policy. That 
was the expected enrolment 
next year in Grade 7 in public 
and private schools. 

The minister explained that 
Grade 7 had been dropped 
back to elementary school 
from junior high in the early 
3960s, but its textbook clas¬ 
sification had never been 
changed, with the result that 


seventh-graders were the only 
elementary school students 
paying rent. 

Government policy has been 
that elementary students re¬ 
ceive their textbooks free. 
Grade 8 and Grade 9 students 
pay a $4.50 annual rental fee, 
and Grade 10-12 students pay 
$5 a year. 


Two Youths Hurt 
In Hit-and-Run 

Two youths were in fairly 
good condition in the Royal 
Jubilee Hospital early this 
morning after they were hit 
by a truck, which left the 
scene, on the West Saanich 
Road south of Hartland in 
Saanich late Friday night. 


“I’m sorry, captain, we’ve 
hit the southwest corner of 
Haddington Island.” ; 

Captain James Caird of the 
Dublin freighter Irish Star¬ 
dust testified Friday in Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court that 
was what a B.C. pilot iden¬ 
tified only as Captain Jones 
told him as Caird reached the 
bridge after the ship grounded 
briefly late Jan. 24 near Alert 
Bay. 

Caird, a sailor since 1933 
and a skipper since 1947, fi¬ 
nally told his story Friday — 
but only after he had been 
found guilty by Judge William 
Ostler on one Canada Ship¬ 
ping Act charge and the ship 
itself was being defended on 
another. 

The ship’s trial didn’t finish 
on schedule. Ih fact, defence 
lawyer Donovan Lowry and 
prosecutor Dermod Owen- 
Flood said three more days 
would be needed to examine 
four or five defence witnesses 

Ostler set aside July 12, 
and 16 and remanded Caird to 
July 12 for sentence on the 
charge of failing to report dis¬ 
charge of oil or an oily mix¬ 
ture by radio to a pollution 
prevention officer or steam¬ 
ship inspector in Nanaimo. 
Maximum penalty is a 
$100,000 fine. 

Lowry said late Friday an 
appeal against the conviction 
was being considered but no 
decision would be made until 
after the ship’s trial. 

The judge began the day by 
rejecting Lowry’s motion for 
dismissal of the Caird charge 
on grounds of insufficient evi¬ 
dence — the entire defence 
case since no witnesses were 
called. 

Ostler said the law “im¬ 
poses on a master the duty of 
reporting” a discharge to the 
federally-listed location which 
is the closest and “most rea¬ 
sonable” one to call, in this 
case Nanaimo. 

He said the crown had 
enough evidence to show 
“beyond a reasonable doubt” 
that no such report was 
made. The only legal point 
that gave him trouble grew 
from the fact the listed Nanai¬ 
mo station had no radio — but 
Ostler ruled the law requiring 
a report by radio meant a 
radio on the ship, not ashore. 

He ruled Caird “made no 
effort” to report the pollution 
by any method. 

The skipper, first defence 
witness in the ship’s trial, 
said 1968 British Admiralty 
charts brought up to date 
were used on the $12 million, 
four-year-old vessel which has 
a crew of 33 and was built 
mainly for pulp and lumber 
shipments to Europe and 
Japan. 

He said pilotage is compul¬ 
sory in B.C. and “my under¬ 
standing is the pilot takes 
over navigation of the ship” 
although he said later to 
Owen-Flood the skipper out¬ 
ranks pilots “wtien it comes 
down tojjrass tacks.” 

Jones and a pilot named 
only as Captain Warren were 
aboard at 10 p.m. Jan. 24 
when the Irish Stardust en¬ 
tered Broughton Strait. Jones 
took over in good weather, 
said Caird — “I asked him if 
he was happy with everything 
and he said he was” and 
there was no need for Caird to 
stay. 

Caird went to his cabin, 
where “I was awakened by a 
jolt and a scraping noise (at 
about 11:30). I was on the 
bridge in seconds ... I asked 
the pilot, 'What happened?’ 
and he said. ‘I’m sorry, cap¬ 
tain, we’ve hit the southwest 
corner of Ifcaddington Is¬ 
land.’ ” 

“My* principle concern was 
the stability and safety of the 
ship,” said Caird, describing 
actions he took to correct a 
list and start oil-tank sam¬ 
plings that took more than 114 
hours while Warren took over 
from Jones. 

Two men w'ere sent at about 
midnight to check for signs of 
escaping oil and reported 
after about an hour they could 
see or smell none. 

Caird said one of these men 
asked Warren if anyone else 
should be informed and War¬ 
ren replied, “Well, the 
master’s already informed 
the agent and told them to let 
the authorities know.” 

While the two men were 
checking for oil, Caird had 
phoned ships’ agent Albert 
Milne in. Vancouver to report 
grounding and damage, ask 
for the nearest drydock “and 
would he advise the authori¬ 
ties." » 

Milne, testifying later about 
the phone call, said Caird 


“asked me to contact the 
authorities” about drydocking 
and never asked for a call to 
pollution prevention officers 
but added the radiophone 
message was “very weak” 
and kept fading and breaking 
up. 

Caird said he was happy 
about the no-oil report and 
“could see no reason for 


going back” to Alert Bay at 
dawn to seek possible oil but 
wanted to get to a safe an¬ 
chorage. He rejected Port 
McNeill because it might be 
too small. 

At daybreak, Caird tes¬ 
tified, “I admit I saw a slick 
of oil” in the wake of the Irish 
Stardust “but there was no 
way of preventing it except to 


get to the drydock as soon as 
possible.” 

Answering questions by 
Owen-Flood, Caird said he 
had a copy of oil pollution 
prevention regulations “but 
not an up to date copy.” 

The skipper said he felt 
the route past Haddington Is¬ 
land “was not a safe passage 
for a ship of that size but I 


was not going to interfere 
with the pilot” 

Asked what authorities he 
meant in the phone call to 
ships’ agent Milne, he re¬ 
plied: “Not knowing who 
would want to know all this, 1 
left that to him ... I asked 
Warren if there was anybody 
else I should inform. He said 
no.”

Downtown Future 


‘Signs Don t Help ’ 


Fewer than 100 • people 
turned out Friday night for a 
panel discussion on creating a 
people-oriented downtown for 
Victoria, a city depicted by 
Mayor Peter Pollen as an un¬ 
attractive counterpart to many 
European centres. 

Before a question-and- 
answer period that included 
Aldermen Mike Young, Sam 
Bawlf and Alf Hood, Pollen 
showed a series of slides con¬ 
trasting Victoria and cities 
like Stockholm, Bergen and 
Norwich, England: 

• A panoramic view of 
neon signs along Douglas: 
“Signs, signs, signs. They 
don’t help you, they only 
serve to confuse.” 

• A shot of “frowsy” View 
Street which, devoid of grass 
and greenery, stood as “an in¬ 
dictment of our values.” 

• A cramped street in 
James Bay: “Europeans 
would never tolerate these 
horrible, horrible B.C. tele¬ 
phone totem poles.” 


• “Magnificent” highrises 
ringing James Bay which 
block any city view of the 
Olympic range. There are a 
few gaps, Pollen said, "but 
one or two more buildings and 
we’ll pretty well have it 
4 licked.” 

There were some flattering 
shots of Beacon Hill Park and 
Bastion Square, but they were 
pretty well lost among the 
more depressing aspects of 
local scenery. 

After this, members of the 
audience at the Newcombe 
Auditorium discussed with the 
mayor and aldermen some 
aspects of improving the city. 

In reply to a question. Pol¬ 
len said the city is thinking in 
terms of clearing commercial 
property from along the Inner 
Harbor fringe “and just sit¬ 
ting back to see what can be 
done with it.” 

Asked about the dirty water 
in the harbor, Pollen said the 


water itself is a federal juris¬ 
diction and the best the city 
can do is pressure firms 
alongside it to dump less ref¬ 
use. 

“The department of trans¬ 
port people seem very con* 
cerned but nothing is done,” 
he said. 

Pollen also said that the 
“life of large trucks going 
though the centre of Victoria 
to unload lumber at Ogden 
Point is coming to an end.” 

Bawlf said Government 
Street still holds a strong 
edge over Broad Street as a 
possible site for a pedestrian 
mall, largely because of its 
shops and the fact that it is a 
traditional pathway for “peo¬ 
ple in large numbers.” 

Hood said: “We can’t stress 
enough the need to increase 
the residential content of 
downtown. Council is asking 
itself the question: How do we 
go about encouraging this 
kind of thing?” 


Highway should have opened 
this year, and it was based on 
a highways department plan 
to connect the Blanshard 
Street extension with the high¬ 
way by way of Vernon. 

However In recent weeks 
there have been continued 
talks between Saanich Mayor 
Hugh Curtis and Highways 
Minister Robert Strachan, 
with both parties maintaining 
a coy silence after discus¬ 
sions. 

Meanwhile Anglo-Canadian 
is waiting anxiously to get the 
building permit from Saanich. 

“Plans we filed with Saan¬ 
ich municipal hall complied 
with what we knew of high¬ 
ways department plans,” said 
Talbot 

“I hope they're not discuss¬ 
ing changes which would 
mean changes in our plans.” 

The company already has 
tenants for about 75 per cent 
of the centre, which is expect¬ 
ed to include a 20,000-square- 
foot food store and a similar¬ 
sized drug store. There will 
be about 100,000 square feet of 
commercial area. 

“I’ve been working on plans 
since February, 1972,” said 
Talbot. “We spent six months 
longer than normal cm the 
plans to try to accommodate 
both Saanich and the provin¬ 
cial highways department, 
and on that basis we filed our 
permit.” 

He said the centre will take 
about nine months to build. 

“Next spring we could be 
back at the lockout-strike situ¬ 
ation in the construction 
industry, so you can see our 
schedule pretty well from 
that.” 

There has been speculation 
about alternative routes to the 
Vernon link-up. 

One would be to cut Into 
both municipal hall and po¬ 
lice-fire building grounds, tak¬ 
ing in valuable commercial 
sites. 

Another would involve a 
tunnel under the Pat Bay 
Highway intersection with the 
Trans-Canada lighway, com¬ 
ing out about Oak Street. 

Although this would involve 
heavy construction costs, it 
would relieve the highway de¬ 
partment of having to obtain 
expensive surface land from 
Town and Country Shopping 
centre, the proposed shopping 
centre and other commercial 
parcels. 


U Vic’s $170,000 Project 

Research Vessel in Works 


University of Victoria may, 
if all goes well, have its own 
marine science research ves¬ 
sel in operation by early next 
year. 

The vessel, says Dr. G. O. 
Mackie, chairman of UVic’s 
biology department, is of gill- 
netter design for added room 
and seaworthiness. Construc¬ 
tion drawings for the 54-foot 
craft have been prepared, and 
now are being reviewed. 

“No tenders have been 
called,” Mackie said, “so we 
have no firm price yet. It is 
expected that, completely 
equipped for oceanographic 
research, the vessel will cost 
about $170,000. 

“The university will be aible 
to provide $70,000 of the re¬ 


quired funds from National 
Research Council grants, but 
private funding will have to 
be obtained for the re¬ 
mainder. 

“We are very fortunate to 
have had at our disposal in 
the past five years the trans¬ 
port ministry oceanographic 
launch Vancouver II, which 
has enabled us to develop a 
marine biology program. 

“If, however, the federal 
government had cause to re¬ 
call the launch for its own 
needs for a considerable 
length of time, our teaching 
and research activity in this 
area would have to termi¬ 
nate.” 

The new vessel will be 24 
feet longer than the Van¬ 
couver n. It will have room 


for such outstanding features 
as two separate seawater sys¬ 
tems for maintaining live 
specimens; wet and dry la¬ 
boratories; scuba diving facil¬ 
ities including air compres- 
s o r ; laboratory electric 
power, and a “bow thruster” 
capable of maintaining pre¬ 
cise positioning. 

The vessel will also have a 
power-operated crane and 
winches, living accommo¬ 
dation for three scientists plus 
crew, and specialized naviga¬ 
tional and operational equipr 
ment. Provision has also been 
made for the chlorination and 
holding of waste materials to 
guard against marine pollu¬ 
tion. 

Dr. J. L. Ljttlepage, project 


co-ordinator for the new ves¬ 
sel, says the Vancouver II 
was at sea on research proj¬ 
ects on 250 days last year- 
maximum use under prevail¬ 
ing weather conditions. 

Research was carried out in 
the areas of pollution control, 
cold water survival, food 
chain dynamics and sea cur¬ 
rents, in an area ranging 
from Barkley Sound on the 
west to Bute Inlet north of 
Vancouver. 

Littlepage said: “Tenders 
on the vessel will be called as 
soon as we are assured of the 
necessary funds. If we can 
get started in the near future, 
the boat should be oi>erational 
early next year.”

OTTAWA (CP) — A pro¬ 
posed new formula for financ¬ 
ing health care ran into 
stormy weather in the Com¬ 
mons Friday after being bat¬ 
tered earlier in the week by 
provincial finance ministers. 

The New Democratic Party, 
with full Conservative sup¬ 
port, attacked the formula as 
a sinister plan to abandon the 
health cfcre field and leave the 
provinces to pick up the 
pieces. 

Health Minister Marc La- 
londe, upset at this reaction, 
denied that the plan consti¬ 
tutes anything more than a 
new financing arrangement to 
permit greater efficency and 
flexibility. 

“There is no question of the 
federal government retreating 
in any way ... or of reducing 


its over-all role in the health¬ 
care field." 

Cfnveiled at a federal- 
provincial conference Tues¬ 
day, the formula would give 
the province* six additional 
income-tax points and full 
access to alcohol and tobacco 
excise revenues to help them 
gradually take over complete 
finanring for health-care pro¬ 
grams. 

Currently the costs are 
shared on a 50-50 basis by the 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

The proposed formula was 
given a cool reception at the 
conference. Provincial min¬ 
isters left for home halfway 
through the scheduled two- 
day meeting when they were 
unable to agree on any of the 
major features of the plan. 


Its fate was left to Prime 
Minister Trudeau and the pro¬ 
vincial premiers, who meet 
here May 2*25- 

In the House Friday, 
Tommy Douglas (NDP— 
Nanaimo-Cowichan-The Is¬ 
lands) said the formula will 
allow the government to back 
out of well established health 
care commitments and lead 
to a deterioration in national 
standards. 

‘"nie result is going to be . . . 
• mishmash of health ser¬ 
vices across the country." 

He also balked at the pros¬ 
pect of using alcohol and to¬ 
bacco revenues to pay for 
health programs. 

“The mad hatter in Alice's 
wonderland could not have 
been more absurd." 

"It was a bum deal and the 


provinces very smartly re¬ 
jected it," said Conservative 
healtlr critic Heath Mcquarrie 
(Hillsborough). 

Canadians can't smoke and 
drink their way into an ex¬ 
panded and updated health¬ 
care program, he said. 

Opposition Leader Robert 
Stanfield agreed the govern¬ 
ment was trying to vacate its 
responsibility in the health 
field. 

‘T refuse to be a party to 
any attempt by the federal 
government to welsh on its re¬ 
sponsibilities," he said. 

Lalonde said national medi¬ 
cal care and hospital insur¬ 
ance, the two key components 
Of health care, will not af¬ 
fected by the formula and na¬ 
tional standards will remain 
in-effect 


Douglas said the plan 
leaves the provinces with all 
the risks and no guarantee 
that tiey could meet future 
needs even with the additional 
tax room. 

Macquarrit said the gov¬ 
ernment should stay with the 
current 50-50 formula if it 
cannot come UP with a more 
realistic and generous propos¬ 
al. 

He described the conference 
Tuesday as the biggest chal¬ 
lenge yet for Lalonde, a cabi¬ 
net member since November, 
and said the minister failed to 
rise to the occasion. 

Lalonde said the govern¬ 
ment is trying to be flexible 
but the provinces are free to 
reject the formula.

REGINA (CP) — Hie 26th 
Anglican general synod ended 
Friday after declaring the na¬ 
tional church’s position on 
several controversial issues 
not necessarily binding on 
local dioceses. 

Four major resolutions 
were overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved: That women be ad¬ 
mitted to priesthood, that 
abortions are morally accept¬ 
able under certain conditions, 
that new baptism and confir¬ 
mation rites may be used as 
an alternative order, and that 
Anglicans are authorized to* 
comment on the proposed 
union with two other churches 
and tentative voting proce¬ 
dures for the union. 

The only major resolution 
unanimously approved was 
the one throwing the church’s 
support behind the native peo¬ 
ples’ fight against the $5.8- 
billion James Bay hydroelec¬ 
tric development in northern 
Quebec which delegates said 
could have serious repercus¬ 
sions affecting native rights 
throughout Canada. 

The Anglican church recog¬ 
nizes regional differences and 
freedom of choice of the indi¬ 
vidual and decisions made at 
the synod are not binding on 
local provinces, dioceses, 
parishes, said Most Rev. Ed¬ 
ward Soott of Toronto, pri¬ 
mate Of the church, at a news 
conference at the end of the 
nine-day synod. 

Archbishops of the four ec¬ 
clesiastical provinces will de¬ 


cide policies on priesthood for 
women and other issues which 
will be guidelines for dioceses 
within their own provinces. 
Diocesan synods have the 
freedom to follow or reject 
provincial guidelines. 

Most Rev. G. F. C. Jackson 
of Regina, presiding archbish¬ 
op for the province of Ru¬ 
pert’s Land, said he personal¬ 
ly questions whether theologi¬ 
cal basis has been established 
for priesthood for women. He- 
said women will not likely be 
ordained priests in his prov¬ 
ince in the near future. 

Rt. Rev. T. David Somer¬ 
ville, bishop of' New West¬ 
minster, B.C., said earlier 
that there will be women 
priests within his diocese as

He was told that he could 
not elaborate on the subject 
since he had not given notice 
before the hearing that this 
would be one of hia grounds of 
opposition.

OTTAWA (CP) -- Imperial 
Oil took unfair advantage of 
market conditions by an¬ 
nouncing a May 1 increase of 
25 cents a barrel in western

He told the Commons that 
the' increase, plus others an¬ 
nounced recently by the com¬ 
pany, bears "no relation to 
increased costs’’ but is relat¬ 
ed entirely to heavier demand 
for oil in the U.S.

Officer Shot ‘Live Bomb’ on Own I irenza Not A “ Bad 


KENORA, Ont. (CP) - The 
policemen who shot an armed 

bank robber blown to pieces 
by his own bomb Thursday 
was acting on his own judg¬ 
ment, Kenora police said Fri¬ 
day. 

Police Chief Web Engstrom 
and Inspector Walter Micha- 
lyshyn of Kenora town police 
6aid there was no direct order 
to shoot the bandit when he 
left the bank. , 

They said no action Is 
planned against the police¬ 
man whose identity was not 
disclosed. 

At the same time, the police 
said the identity of the red- 
bearded bandit whose frag¬ 
mented body was blown over 
a wide area of the town’s 
Main Street, may never be 
confirmed positively. 

The officers said, however, 
the bandit is believed to have 
been a man who registered at 
a Kenora hotel six days ago 
and gave a Toronto address. 

The name used by the man 
was not disclosed and police 
said it is not known whether it 
was alias. 

The bomb, believed to be 
six sticks of dynamite carried 
in a pack-sack, exploded sec¬ 
onds after the holdup man 
was felled by a single shot as 
he headed for a getaway 
truck along with a plain¬ 
clothes pbliceman. 

The robber had requested 
the truck and a driver while 
he held Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce manager 
A1 Reid hostage for more than 
an hour.

The bandit, who entered the 
bank just before the 3' p.m. 
closing time, had warned po¬ 
lice of the bomb which he said 
would go off if anything hap¬ 
pened to him. 

It was wired to a “dead- 
man’s switch,'* a clotheapin¬ 


like device the man alternate¬ 
ly held pinched in his hand or 
clenched in his teeth. 

Eyewitnesses said when the 
man slumped to the sidewalk 
the device fell from his mouth 
and the explosion occurred. 

"I couldn't believe it,” 


Emle Doomtnk, manager of a 
shoe store directly across the 
street from the bank said. 
"The guy walked out of the 
bank so calm, cool and col¬ 
lected and then, all of a sud¬ 
den, he is disintegrating right 
before my eyes." 


Constable Don Milliard, the 
officer selected to drive the 
getaway truck, was injured 
but listed in satisfactory con¬ 
dition in hospital suffering 
from lacerations and a con¬ 
cussion.

In a formal statement, Marchand said Ihe 
department itself had received 250 letters 


representing about 100 dissatisfied Flrenz* 
owners, but that department investigations 
had failed to tum up any defect in design or 
construction affecting the safe operation of 
the cars. 

"However, it is evident from the com¬ 
plaints that many owners are experiencing a 
high incidence of costly and annoying prob¬ 
lems,” Marchand said.

Parent-Child Relationship 


Baby’s First Smiles 
Flash Social Signals

Parents should set limits, 
be good models, and under¬ 
stand their child’s feelings if 
they want to have happy, 
healthy children, says Larry 
Dettweiler, psychologist at 
the University of Victoria. 

Speaking on the parent- 
child relationship at the 
fourth of a series of seven lec¬ 
tures sponsored by the Fami¬ 
ly and Children’s Service, 
Dettweiler said that parents 
are especially important in 
teaching a child how to form 
human relationships. 

For example, a baby will 
first smile at about three 
weeks of age, but not until he 
reaches six to eight weeks of 
age does he learn to respond 
with what psychologists call a 
“social smile’’—one made in 
response to people he knows. 

Because his parents re¬ 
warded him with their atten¬ 
tion w h- t- firct gmilnH , th» 
child learned to make this 
response. 

At about seven to eight 
months of age or later, the 
child goes through an attach¬ 


ment phase in which he is shy 
with strangers and becomes 
very attached to his mother. 

There is some evidence to 
suggest that if the child does 
not go through this attach¬ 
ment phase, he will be unable 
to form adequate rela¬ 
tionships later on in life. 

If the mother is separated 
from the child during this 
phase, the child usually be¬ 
comes depressed and will not 
interact with her when she re¬ 
turns. This is known as sepa¬ 
ration anxiety. 

However, if there is a sub¬ 
stitute figure during the time 
that she is away, it doesn’t 
seem to make much dif¬ 
ference, he added. 

□ 

There are three important 
areas in the parent-child rela¬ 
tionship, he said: discipline, 
observation, amd empathy. 

Discipline always seems to 
be a big problem with parents, 
and even the psychologists 
aren't dear on. \$\atitin- 
volves. Dettweiler himself 
had read 10 books on the sub¬ 
ject before giving the lecture, 
and was very confused by 
their conflicting advice. 


“I pity the poor parent who 
tries to find out about how to 
discipline their children from 
books,” he said. 

As a psychologist who has 
worked with emotionally-dis¬ 
turbed children receiving 
treatment at the Pacific 
Centre for Human Develop¬ 
ment here, he has seen many 
instances of children in deep 
trouble because their parents 
failed to set consistent limits 
on their behavior. 

There was one child in par¬ 
ticular he remembered who 
was the classic spoiled brat 
because his parents made the 
mistake of -rewarding his. bad 
behavior with their attention 
and ignoring him when his be¬ 
havior was good. 

Violent and extremely de¬ 
structive when he arrived at 
the Pacific Centre, the boy’s 
behaviour improved when he 
realized his parents would no 
longer tolerate aggressive be¬ 
havior. 

“Kids w ork for a payoff — 
they want to FincT out what 
they can get,” explained Dett¬ 
weiler. “You have to set the 
limits. If you train your child 
when he is young, you can 
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trust him, because he has 
your values. You have to de¬ 
cide, who are you raising 
your children for?” 

Observation was an impor¬ 
tant aspect of the parent-child 
relationship, because children 
tend to learn from what their 
parents do more than from 
what they say. 

“People keep asking. ‘How 
do you raise happy, healthy 
kids?’ Be healthy and happy 
parents — good luck.” 

Empathy is also important, 
because quite often a child 
who is in trouble is just acting 
out because he is in an un¬ 
happy home situation. 

“I think a lot of bad behav¬ 
iour comes from kids whose 
parents aren’t getting along,” 
he said, citing the case of one 
boy with a long history of 
arrests and drug involvement 
who arrived at the centre. 

Heavily drugged an order to 
keep him quiet, the boy 
seemed totally normal once 
he was taken off the drugs 
and the side-effects disai>- 
peared. 

In fact the boy’s apparent 
normality almost became em¬ 
barrassing — what was he 
doing in a treatment centre if 
there was ' nothing wrong? 
And why did he have this 
record of violent behavior? 

Not until Dettweiler met the 
boy’s parents did he find the 
reason. Hostile, unable to 
communicate, they had been 
separated for several years. 
The boy had just been tak¬ 
ing out the hatred he felt for 
his parents on society. 

Once removed from the ten¬ 
sion-filled atmosphere of his 
home, he was fine. Luckily 
with counselling the parents 
were brought back together, 
so that the boy’s home life 
was much happier and he did 
not resort to violent behavior 
again. 

□ 

In the question period after j 
his talk, Dettweiler said the 
best way to handle the ! 
aggressive child who is be- i 
coming the neighborhood 
bully is to confront the 
parents. 

"Almost every one of these 
kids are a product of their 
family. If parents in the 
neighborhood were to confront 
the parents of these kids, they 
wouldn’t end up in treatment

centres. I think as a parent 
you have to take responsi¬ 
bility for your child’s behav¬ 
ior." 

He also expressed strong 
disagreement, with the prac¬ 
tice of drugging hyperactive 
children to quieten them. "I 
have never s een a kid in our 
place who did not do better 
when they were taken off 
drugs,” he said 

“True, drugs have saved a 
lot of parents from going 
crazy, but when they give the 
kid drugs, he slows down, and 
then they say he’s brain¬ 
damaged. It doesn’t work.” 


The hyperactive child Is re¬ 
ally just a child with a super¬ 
abundance of energy, which 
the passive classroom situa¬ 
tion tends to reinforce. 

When the child raises a 
fuss, the teacher pays atten¬ 
tion to him, which is exactly 
what fie wants — so he keeps 
it up. It would be much better 
to change the structure of the 
classroom situation to accom- 
modate the hyperactive 
child’s needs, rather than 
drugging him, he said. 

“Hyperactivity is something 
we have invented.”

at the Metropolitan Museum 
lor a long summer run. Its 
sunny presence dazzles both 
the mind and the senses, and 
is particularly welcome now 
that gloom stalks the corri¬ 
dors erf this controversy-rid¬ 
den institution. 

“Gold” was conceived and 
organized by Carmen Gomez- 
Moreno, curator-in-charge of 
the museum’s department of 
medieval art, who drew on 
nearly all the museum’s cura¬ 
torial departments and out¬ 
side sources for its contents. 

The exhibition establishes 
the "value” of gold both as a 
substance and as a cross-cul¬ 
tural leitmotif, unifying com¬ 
mon themes among dfferent 
civilizations. An introductory 
section enumerates the spe¬ 
cial properties of the metal — 
it is imperishable, lustrous, 
soft, heavy, and rare — be¬ 
cause of which "gold has been 
selected by craftsmen through 
6,000 years for use in works of 
art reflecting everything men 
have wished to glorify,’* 
whether their gold or them¬ 
selves. 

Early Egyptian and Incan 
civilizations actually equated

gold with the sun and divinity, 
and the Judeo-Oiristian tradi¬ 
tion consecrated the metal in 
its religious art. A contem¬ 
porary descendant of the sun- 
worshippers is Richard Lip- 
pold, whose awesome sculp¬ 
ture of the sun consists of 
almost two miles of shimmer¬ 
ing gold wire and alone is 
worth the visit. 

But gold is as secular as it 


is sacred. Throughout history 
men and women have used it 
to adorn their bodies and dec- 
goal of self-aggrandizement. 
Its importance as a medium 
of artistic and religious 
expression is thus equalled, if 
not surpassed, by its materi¬ 
alistic significance.' 

Gold, pure in itself, be¬ 
comes most impure in its ap¬ 


plication as money, over 
which empires have even 
fought and fallen, according 
to Miss Gomez-Moreno. 

"With its almost mythic 
qualities of beauty and eter- 
orate their homes with the 
nity, gold has been, more 
often than not, the cause of 
avarice and corruption, but it 
also has been the subject of 
one of the most fascinating 
dreams of man: alchemy . . . 
Many alchemists were guided 
only by greed; others had 
higlier aims, philosophical 
and even mystical,” she 
writes. 

This balanced perspective 
informs both the tone and the 
topical organization of the ex¬ 
hibition. Religions, Myth, and 
Death is the first major sec¬ 
tion, and among its highlights 
are the Byzantine religious 
medallions, leafs from Isla¬ 
mic and French medieval illu¬ 
minated manuscripts, Egyp¬ 
tian funeral relics (such as 
solid-gold sandals and pec¬ 
torals) and an ornate silver- 
gilt Florentine monstrance 
from the 17th century. 

Time and Movement forms 
the transition between the 
mystical and the temporal 
worlds, and features exquisite 
Swiss watches and music 
boxes. 

The next category, Table- 
ware and Gold Glass, offers a 
sumptuous feast for the byes. 
One of the outstanding tree-

sures is the Rospigliosi Cup, a 
fantastical marriage of the 
graceful and the grotesque 
formerly attributed to Ben¬ 
venuto Cellini, currently to 
Jacopo Bilivert, a 16th-cen¬ 
tury goldsmith from the Neth¬ 
erlands. 

One of the most prevalent 
uses of gold throughout the 
centuries is jewelry, and 
under the wry title Vanitas 
some of the most splendid ex¬ 
amples are assembled. The 
delicate decadence of jewelry 
is epitomized in the sinuous 


art nouveau pieces by Lalique 
and Boucheron and the stupe¬ 
fying intricate 16th-century 
European pendants depicting 
ships and mythological fig¬ 
ures. 

Emperors, Kings, Aristo¬ 
crats, and Presentation com¬ 
prises the paraphernalia of 
pageantry. The crowns are 
the most impressive entries in 
this group — an Egyptian 
stag circlet, a Chinese filigree 
headdress of birds and flow¬ 
ers, and a Greek olive 
wreath.

The talks concern renewal 
of an agreement signed in 
April, 1970, in which recipro¬ 
cal fishing privileges were 
granted on me Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts of the two 
countries. NDP members of 
the Commons say they fear 
that termination of the agree¬ 
ment will result in a disaster 
for the fishing industry. 

Tom Barnett (NDP— 
Comox-Albemi) asked Friday 
in the House for unanimous 
consent to debate a motion 
setting out the Canadian posi¬ 
tion in the talks. He did not 
receive the required consent. 

Barnett said both countries 
must recognize prior rights of 
the other to all fish stocks in 
their declare^ fishing zones or 
territorial waters and to salm¬ 
on originating in the other's 
rivers. 

It Is desirable also that 
there be “a continuing agree¬ 
ment between the two coun¬ 
tries.” 


Inshore giilnetters and 
trailers, and offshore sieners 
and trawlers would be affect¬ 
ed by intensive offshore fish¬ 
ing by fleets of both countries. 

“The last thing we want is a 
gear war,” he said. 

His view was echhed by 
Frank Buble, B.C. Fishing 
Vessel Owners* Association 
secretary-manager, who said: 
“We’ve got to come up with a 
settlement, not a war.” 

The Americans deplored the 
Canadian decision on grounds 
it will effect conservation of 
the salmon resouroe. 

The extensions were or¬ 
dered after talks with Ameri¬ 
can fishing authorities broke 
down. 

Under the plan announced 
by Cliff Levelton, Canada’s 
director-general of fisheries 
operations, Canada would get 
a larger share of the Fraser 
River salmon catch, previous¬ 
ly dfvided equally between the 
two countries because of U.S. 
financial contribution to a 
salmon run program on the 
Fraser River. 

A $14 million program of 
additional Fraser River im¬ 
provement*, has been shelved 
because of the impasse.

Rev. Richard Wurmhrand, 
Christian leader, author and 
educator, taught Old Tes¬ 
tament history in the Semi- 
naty in Bucharest before the 
Communist party takeover. 

From 1M5 until IMS. when 
he was arrested, he conducted 
an underground ministry to 
captive Romanians and tp So¬ 


viet soldiers in the Invasion 
force. 

He was sent to prison where 
he served three years in soli¬ 
tary confinement and five ad¬ 
ditional years in the calls.- 
During this time he was sub¬ 
jected to physical torture. 

His wife Sabina was arrest¬ 
ed in 1948 and sent to prison 
for three years, during which 
time she was a slave laborer 
on the never-completed Dan¬ 
ube Canal. 

After Wurmbrand’s release 
in 1957 he resumed his un¬ 


derground work and was 
arrested again in 1959 and 
sentenced to 25 years in pris¬ 
on. A general amnesty in 1964 
brought his release and re¬ 
sumption of Ms underground 
work. 

In 1965. in great danger of a 
third arrest and imprison- 
ihent, he was ransomed out o( 
Romania by Christian friends 
in Norway who paid $10,000 to 
the Romanian communist 
authorities for his release. 

Now living indhe U.S., he is 
working for the support ot the 


activities of the organization 
called Underground Church. 

Through the international 
Christian Missions to the 
Communist World and its af¬ 
filiate, Jesus to the Commu¬ 
nist World Inc., of which he is 
general director, he helps the 
Underground Church by 
smuggling Bibles, Christian 
literature and relief to fami¬ 
lies of martyrs through secret 
couriers.

We ought not to expend 
much energy lamenting the 
decision of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school board to end our 
time-honored practice of reli¬ 
gious exercises in the public 
schools. 

In a system as pluralistic as 
ours, it is no longer feasible 
to provide for the privileged 
teaching in the public schools 
on a virtually required basis, 
uliich involves definite hard¬ 
ship for parents and children 
who conscientiously wish to 
be exempt. 

If the matter, however, is 
just dropped here, there will, 
I believe be a gaping scar on 
our school system. Believing 
that education is essentially 
concerned with things that 
make us human. I cannot con¬ 
ceive of eliminating religion 
from the educational process. 

Duripg this current peribd 
of fluidity and experi¬ 
mentation in public education, 
local school boards should be 
encouraged in the possibility 
of initiating elective courses 
in religious studies. 

This would, of course, re¬ 
quire competent teachers of 
religion in Christianity, Ju¬ 
daism and secular Hu¬ 
manism. 

In their preparation* for be¬ 
coming qualified teachers 
provision could be made for 


students to major in the field 
of religion. The objection 
often raised to this is that you 
cannot draw a clear line be¬ 
tween objective study and in¬ 
doctrination. 

We must regard it as both 
natural and desirable that 
those equipped to teach reli¬ 
gious studies would, in all 
likelihood be committed to 
one particular religious con¬ 
viction: a teacher of English, 
psychology or philosophy who 
lias no favorite patron or sys¬ 
tem, is as rare as he is color¬ 
less. 

There is no reason to de¬ 
mand that a teacher of reli¬ 
gion should be any more—or 
any less -r- objective than the 
teacher of any other humani¬ 
ties. The training the can¬ 
didate received in university 
would cure him of the propen¬ 
sity to proselytize. 

The fact that this can be ac¬ 
complished is evidenced by 
what is happening in higher 
education in recent years. 
There has been almost a 
boom in studying about reli¬ 
gion in tax-supported institu¬ 
tions. 

A generation ago only 10 
per cent of the publicly sup¬ 
ported colleges and universi¬ 
ties offered courses in religion 
as part of the regular cur¬ 
riculum. Today, 90 per cent 
do. 

If this can happen in an ac¬ 
ceptable way on the campus 
of the public university, why 
not in the classroom of the 
public school? 

So long as religion is entire¬ 
ly bypassed in the public 


school, the child has sn im¬ 
poverished education. It is a 
plain fact that the Canadian 
culture and historical heritage 
is Christian, and it would be 
quite difficult to understand 
this heritage without some 
awareness of what Chris¬ 
tianity has been, and still is, 
all about. 

If the school of today, which 
deals with the whole range of 
the child’s interest — not 
merely intellectual but also 
physical, artistic, cultural, so¬ 
cial — ignores religion, we 
shoud not be surpised if he 
assumes that it is of no sig¬ 
nificance to human life. 

Of course, this study of reli¬ 
gion cannot be counted on to 
produce Christian faith and 
commitment, but it can bq an 
important beginning in over¬ 
coming religious illiteracy 
that is so wide-spread today, 
and in inducing an open-mind¬ 
ed quest of truth. 

I feel that the people of B.C. 
would be unanimous in desir¬ 
ing their children to be in¬ 
structed in values. Values are 
never disembodied, and are 
much more likely to be im¬ 
parted when embedded, as 
they have been throughout 
human history, in religion. 

Public school officials are 
not likely to initiate the need¬ 
ed experiments in the study 
of religion unless they are en¬ 
couraged to do so by rising 
public opinion. We have the 
the opportunity of conveying 
to school board officials that 
the vacuum that now exists 
be filled by making available 
optional courses in religion.

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Almost a quarter of a centu¬ 
ry ago, when my wife and I 
were enjoying one of our rare 
holidays, we had dinner one 
night in a small but distin¬ 
guished restaurant on the San 
Francisco waterfront. 

When the main course was 
served, we were given a vege¬ 
table new to us then; it looked 
like a rather skinny cucum¬ 
ber, about five inches long, 
very dark green in color and 
with a delicate flavor halfway 
between a vegetable marrow 
and asparagus. 

It was so delicious I sum¬ 
moned the waiter and asked 
what we had been eating. I 
learned they were the fruits 
of the Black Zucchini squash, 
picked very young and imma¬ 
ture, steamed and served 
whole and unpeeled in a 
cream sauce. I made up my 
mind then and there that I 
would grow this delectable 
vegetable in our own back¬ 
yard plot. 

There was some difficulty 
in buying seeds, for in those 
days Zucchini was not very 
well known outside of Italy 
and the Italian oolony around 
San Francisco Bay.

seed catalogue lists it, and 
there are even first-genera¬ 
tion hybrids available under 
such names as Black Beauty 
and Aristocrat As I recall, 
our first sowing gave us far 
more of these baby squash 
than we could possibly use, 
and all from a ten-cent packet 
of seeds. 

Black Zucchini, or Black 
Italian as it is sometimes 
called, is a summer squash, 
more closely related to the 
vegetable marrow than to the 
hard-eheHed winter squash, 
but with a far more interest¬ 
ing flavor than any marrow I 
ever tasted. 

It is a bush squash, which 
means it takes up far less 
room in the garden than the 
sprawling. vine types. The 
plant, when fully grown, is 
about the size of a large 
clump of rhubarb. I found no 
difficulty whatever in growing 
them from seeds sown direct¬ 
ly in the open ground after the 
warm weather had came to 
stay. 


My method — and I use the 
same technique for cucum- 
hers, pumpkins, melons, 
squash, gourds and all cur- 
cubits — is to take out holes 
about 18 inches in diameter 
and a foot deep, spacing the 
holes five feet apart. I place a 
good big spadeful of mellow 
old rotted manure In the bot¬ 
tom of each hole, covering 
this with three inches of rich, 
sandy loam. 

Then the edges of the hole 
are broken down to form a 
wide, shallow, saucer-shaped 
depression, five feet across, 
around each of these planting 
stations. This is to catch and 
hold as much moisture as pos¬ 
sible and channel it to the 
roots. 

In the centre of each sta¬ 
tion, just above the buried 
manure, I sow two seeds, 
planting them an inch deep 
and with the point down. 
These are covered with hot- 
kaps or jam jars until the 
seedlings come up, whereupon 


the weakest of each pair it 
pulled up and discarded. 

As soon as the plants are 
big enough to mulch'. I spread 
litter on the soil surface, tuck¬ 
ing it well in under the spread 
of die foliage and extending 
at least two feet out from the 
centre. Straw, sawdust, shap¬ 
ings. lawn mowings, half-rot¬ 
ted leaves from last fall’s leaf 
pile — any of these materials 
will serve, always remember¬ 
ing to spread a light sprinkle 
of fertilizer on the soil before 
laying down the much. 

For serving whole and un¬ 
peeled, the fruUs should be 
picked very young — four to 
seven inches long. If allowed 
to grow, they become enor¬ 
mous — as big as any prize¬ 
winning marrow — but in this 
case they must be peeled, 
halved lengthwise, and the 
seeds and pith scraped out 
with a dull spoon. 

The flesh may be cubed and 
steamed like vegetable mar¬ 
row and served, with butter, 
salt and pepper, or sliced and 
fried in oil, Italian style, with 
peppers, onions and tomatoes. 
Very young Zucchini may 
even be sliced or chopped raw 
into salads.

“Maurice, I can’t tell you how glad 
I am that you’re handling the fnances, 
which you don’t know anything about, 
for my campaign, which you don’t know 
anything about. That’s the kind of men 
I want around me.” 

“Thank you, sir. You can always 
count on my ignorance.” 

Well, months passed. And while the 
newspapers were filled with little else 
but Watergate, Nixon, as is well known, 
never reads the newspapers. Actually, 
it was Mrs. Nixon who brought the mat¬ 
ter to her husband's attention. 


"Dear,” she said one morning at 
breakfast, “Bob Haldeman told me yes¬ 
terday what time it was.” 

“Good heavens!” cried Nixon. “If 
my staff knows what time it is, there’s 
no telling where this might end." 

So he called in John Dean III. 
“Jbhn."” he slid. "I warn you to‘conduct 
a thorough, impartial investigation of 
yourself to see if you know anything 
about anything.” And Nixon was elated, 
of course, to receive a 32-page report 
from Dean proving conclusively he 
knew nothing about nothing. 

All might have gon^freH, had not 
Bob Haldeman and Jolw Ehrlichman 
hired one lawyer between them. 

“If they know enough to hire a law¬ 
yer,” said Nixon angrily, “they must 
know something about something, 
whatever it may be.” 

And that’s when Nixon decided to 
fire his entire White House staff and 
replace them with 168 Australian ab¬ 
origines. all of them deaf mutes. 

“This should restore the confidence 
of the American people in my leader¬ 
ship,” said Nixon triumphantly. “For if 
I have made one thing perfectly clear, 
it's that I and the men around me know 
absolutely nothing about anything.”

Why would the Museum of Modem Art in New York want 
to buy an ancient Etruscan vase for $1 million, when it 
knows perfectly well that most ancient art offered for sale in 
America is either smuggled or stolen? 

What do any of these shenanigans have to do with the 
spirit and expression of art and the men who created these 
lovely objects — all the dirty deals and evasions and half- 
truths and surreptitious financing through dubious intermedi¬ 
aries? 

Nothing at all to do with art. Nothing to do, even, with 
public appreciation: a skillful copy of the Etruscan vase 
would give the average museum-goer just as much pleasure 
(or boredom) as the real thing. Only an expert could tell the 
difference, anyway. 

★ ★ ★ 

But it has everything to do with greed and vanity and 
publicity and the whole foolish and pretentious “culture es¬ 
tablishment.” which battens off the artists and turtle the 
esthetic pursuit into something as sordid as a pawnshop. 

Each museum wants the finest collection it can get, and 
will try to get it by any means that permit the directors and 
curators to close their eyes to the scabrous facts of illegality, 


piracy, or customs evasion. It is a high-level game, played for 
prestige in a closed circle of collectors and museums, and art 
itself runs a poor last. 

Such goings-on debase, rather than elevate, the pursuit of 
art; they turn art into a mode of merchandising, a capital 
asset, a form of equity that hedges against inflationary ten¬ 
dencies. And the pair devil who painted it, or sculpted it. or 
pottered it, most likely went to his grave for want of a dish of 
bean soup and a slice of fresh bread. 

★ A A 

This is not "bringing culture to the people”; this is not 
■“elevating public taste." It is dragging art down to the level 
of the pander and the pawnbroker, the fat and greasy 
middlemen who might as well be dealing in lard futures as in 
Goyas or Titians. 

Such exhibits do not persuade the public that art is a 
lofty and necessary calling in a civilization-but only that ar¬ 
tists are fools to work so hard for so little, while the non-crea- 
tive vultures gather up the loot. It reinforces our native con¬ 
viction that art is a toy for the rich, and it is far better to get 
rich and collect it than stay poor and make it. 

★ ★ ★ 

The whole system of collecting and storing and exhibit¬ 
ing art needs a drastic, and wholesome, overhaul. Its entire 
approach smells of gross possessiveness rather than of re¬ 
verential appreciation; it violates the very “cultural" quality 
it pretends to honor; and by its squalid competitiveness to 
get its grubby hands on more and more, it merely testifies to 
its own spiritual unworthiness. 


Woman Mass-Media Subject 


We are always being told — 
mostly by journalists — that 
something known as the Non¬ 
fiction Novel (please seen 
Truman Capote) or the New 
Journalism (please check 
with Tom Wolfe) has replaced 
the old-fashioned novel. Fic¬ 
tion, ,so the standard line 
goes, is as obsolete as the 
prop plane. 

Certainly there is a case for 
arguing that Noreman Mailer, 
James Baldwin. Gore Vidal, 
and indeed Capote seem more 
successful, even more imagi¬ 
native, as journalists than as 
novelists. But on at least one 
topic this popular theroy 
breaks down. 

The nonfiction literature of 
Women's Liberation, at its 
worst, can be distressingly 
turgid. 

By contrast, how brilliantly 
the younger generation of no¬ 
velists are writing about the 
condition of women — British 
novelists like Margaret Drab¬ 
ble and Edna O'Brien, Ameri¬ 
can novelists like Joan Didion 
and Alison Lurie. 

Their characteristically 
taut, understated stories are 
not for everyone. Tbey can be 
strung to the pitch of quiet 
hysteria, even madness. Often 
they speak in the voices of 
victims, with accents of re¬ 
sentment, despair, and self¬ 
contempt. 

But at their best, they anat¬ 
omize both a new knowledte 
of woman’s humilitaions and 
a new resolve not to bear 
them passively, in the time- 
honored tradition.

A new name has been 
added to the roll call on the 
British side. Fay Weldon, not 
so incidentally mother of 
three, has written a novel 
which constitutes a kind of 
three-generation history of fe¬ 
minism.

Down Among the Women 
offers Wanda to represent the 
oldest generation. 

“In an age when women 
still walk with toes pointed 
delicately outwards. Wanda 
strides ahead.” An “unpretty 
woman with a weathered 
skin, and eyes too deep and 
close together for their owner 
to be taken as anything other 
than trublesome,” Wanda is, 
so to apeak, a political fe¬ 
minist, 1930s-style. 

Her daughter Scarlet is 
transitional: a member of a 
neigher-nor generation. All 
out for personal fulfillment as 
children of the sexual revolu¬ 
tion, Scarelt and her friends 
nevertheless find themselves 
tucked back into the ancient 
orbits, 

★ ★ * 

They become wives, they 
become mothers, though often 
bad ones. They cannot quite 
seem to emancipate them¬ 
selves according to their own 
standards — to organize their 
lives without a man at the 
centre. 


Weldon men are less villain¬ 
ous than ineffectual. Strutters 
and talkers, they betray 
themselves as regularly as 
they betray their women. A 
promising painter ends up as 
a rather shabby hustler in ad¬ 
vertising; a back-to-nature 
idealist winds up as a poul¬ 
try-farm entrepreneur, profit¬ 
ing from battery-stimulated 
hens. 

Trapped by their par¬ 
tisanship, other women writ¬ 
ers may give lesser names to 
what they are fighting. Mrs. 
Weldon sees where all limita¬ 
tions to a woman’s identity all 
the feelings of helplessness 
begin and end. Her novel is a 
profane, bitter, but coura¬ 
geous diatribe against death. 

★ ★ ★ 

With Scarlet's daughter By- 
zantia, Mrs. Weldon makes a 
projection toward the future 
that fascinates and terrifies 
her as well as her reader. 

Byzantia has “a melodious 
voice, but it seldom stops: 
nothing is hidden, nothing is 
feared. Every subject, every 
relationship. every event 
must be aired, discussed, ca¬ 
tegorized, rendered harmless, 
and then not even shelved for 
future reference, but simply 
forgotten.” 

Unlike her mother and 
grandmother, cool, cool By¬ 
zantia doesn’t have to fight 
men — in her life or in her 


thinking. She doesn’t even 
have to define existence with¬ 
out them. She is born to that 
state already. 

Is Mrs. Weldon’s guess cor¬ 
rect? Is she right to identify 
herself with Scarlet and her 
friends and make the last sen¬ 
tence of her book read: “We 
are the last of the women?” 
Meaning the Byzantias here 
and to come are quite literally 
a new breed: mutant-woman. 

★ ★ ★ 

Perhaps. But what is really 
changing? Woman? Or every¬ 
body’s idea about woman? • 
This pian be the ultimate puz¬ 
zler. For by now. all the Ger¬ 
maine Greers and Kate Mil- 
letts and. yes, Faye Weldons, 
have turned woman into a 
kind of collective celebrity 
a mass-media subject. 

1970's woman must live her 
individual life while also co¬ 
existing as her own myth. 

Mrs. Weldon’s mythical 
women may make the mythi¬ 
cal worqen of Women’s Liber¬ 
ation journalism appear ab¬ 
stract and political. But Wel¬ 
don women — like everybody 
else’s these days — still tend 
to exist as case histories in an 
argument rather than as this 
particular woman or that. 

For the moment, the mes¬ 
sage even from the best wo¬ 
men's novels seems to be that 
justice - group justice — is 
the issue. And until that jus¬ 
tice is done, a special sort of 
literary justice -- the solitary, 
fine-lined justice of a Jane 
Austen — will remain every 
reader's luxury.

WASHINGTON - A con¬ 
troversial White House ban on 
disclosure of any Watergate 
case communications with 
President Nixon was drafted 
at the request of an attorney 
for John Ehrlichman and H. 
R. Iialdeman, it .was revealed' 
Friday. 

The two departing aides are 
understood to have relied on 
the guidelines in refusing to 
answer certain questions by 
the federal grand jury prob¬ 
ing the Watergate scandal. 

John Wilson, the attorney 
for Ehrlichman and Hal- 
deman. said he spoke last 
week to acting presidential 
counsel Leonard Garment 
about guidelines on executive 
privilege "and the first thing 
I knew we had some." 

The guidelines were deliv¬ 
ered in a White House limou¬ 
sine to Wilson May 4 at the 


federal courthouse where he 
accompanied Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman to their first ap¬ 
pearance before the grand 
jury. 

Those covered by the guide¬ 


lines are present and past 
White House aides who are 
questioned by the FBI, the 
grand jury or the special Sen¬ 
ate committee probing the 
Watergate. 


The aides were instructed to 
invoke executive privilege "in 
connection with conversations 
with the president, conversa¬ 
tions among themselves — in¬ 
volving communications with 


Jews Charged by Russians 
With Propagandizing Israel 


Coton 1st Wlro Strvicts 

MOSCOW — Authorities in the Byelorus¬ 
sian capital of Minsk are preparing to try a 
group erf Jews on charges of making pro- 
Israeli propaganda, passing out Zionist tracts 
and engaging in other anti-Soviet activities, 
Jewish sources said here Friday. 

The sources said the move, known officialy 
as File No. 97, included also Jews in the 
Byelorussian city of Moghilev, the Latvian 
capital of Riga, the Lithuanian capital of Vil¬ 
nius and the far eastern city of Khabarovsk. 


Jews have been called in for questioning in 
these cities. 

Minsk Jews, seeing "serious conse¬ 
quences" for the "whole Jewish community" 
in the move, have appealed to the world to 
"halt this massacre," the Moscow sources 
said. 

Among Jews named ip Minsk were paint¬ 
er Giedaii Kipnis, 69. arrested at he Brest 
railroad station last November after receiv¬ 
ing permission to emigrate to Israel, and a 
number of retired second world war officers.

The’ latest guidelines, how¬ 


ever, appeared to be a more 
extensive ban on discussing 
communications dealing with 
the president. They also ex¬ 
tend to questioning by the 
FBI and the grand jury, an 
area where there is no known 
precedent for invoking execu¬ 
tive privilege.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The Pen¬ 
tagon Papers trial judge dismissed all 
charges against Daniel Ellsberg and 
Anthony Russo Friday, declaring 
that extraordinary misconduct by 
the United States government had ir¬ 
reparably damaged the defendants’ 
right to a fair trial. 

Federal Judge Matt Byrne made 
it clear he was dismissing the conspir¬ 


acy, espionage and theft charges 
“with prejudice” — meaning that he 
was preventing another trial of the 
defendants on the same charges. 

In Washington, the government 
was stunned into silence, the White 
House refused to comment, and the 
justice department would not say 
what its next move would be.

OTTAWA — Canada will 
have to use its own funds to 
feed its soldiers serving on 
the International Commission 
of Control and Supervision 
(ICCS) in Vietnam, External 
Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp said Friday. 

He confirmed reports that 
the commission has run out of 
funds. 

Canada has requested the 
parties to the Paris peace 
agreement to supply more 
money, he told the Commons. 

In the meantime, the gov¬ 
ernment would ensure there is 
enough money for the Canadi¬ 
an truce team, but not for the 
other three countries on the 
commission. 

He was replying to Quebec 
Conservative Claude Wagner. 

The commission initially re-, 
ceived about $1 million from 
each of the four parties to the 
Paris accord —>. North and 


South Vietnam, the Viet Cong 
and the United States. Howev¬ 
er, it has been unable to draw 
up a firm budget for its 
operations. 

Reports from Saigon say 
that private contractors sup¬ 
plying most of the basic ser¬ 
vices to the ICCS are becom¬ 
ing reluctant to continue 
operations without payment. 

Sharp said outside the Com¬ 
mons that helicopters hired 


by the ICCS could be ground¬ 
ed if funds are not made 
available soon. 

He said Canada is responsi¬ 
ble for about two per cent of 
the total operating costs of 
the commission. The other 
three countries on the ICCS, 
paying similar amounts, are 
Poland, Hungary, and In¬ 
donesia. 

Sharp said a decision will 
have to be made before the 


Viet Cong Claim U.S. 
Bombing Their Areas 

SAIGON (AP) — The Viet Cong charged 
today that United Stales planes have been bombing 
Viet Cong-controlled areas in South Vietnam, for 
about a month. Col. Duong Dinh Thao, a Viet Cong 
spokesman, said the targets were along a 43-mile 
stretch of the South Vietnamese-Cambodian border 
northwest of Saigon. 


U.S. Expects Canada 
To Quit Peace Force 


WASHINGTON (CP) - Dip¬ 
lomats close to the scene here 
said Friday that Canada — 
three weeks away from her 
self-imposed Vietnam dead¬ 
line — "seems to be prepar¬ 
ing the ground for withdraw¬ 
al." 

And the consensus is that 
the United States, while reluc¬ 
tant to see Canada leave the 
International Commission of 
Control and Supervision 
(ICCS), would not be inclined 
to press her to stay. 

"We understand the frustra¬ 
tions the Canadians are 
under, and we can’t argue 
with that,” one diplomat said. 

"They are well aware that 
we would be sorry to see 
them pull out.” 

Another well-placed diplo¬ 
matic observer said it was 
"unlikely” that the United 
States would "weigh in heavi¬ 
ly to dissuade Canada,” when 
the May 31 deadline arrives. 

The U.S. souroe said: "But 


there should be no room for 
surprise at the White House 
or in the state department as 
to the Canadian position. 

Canada seems to be prepar¬ 
ing the ground for withdraw¬ 
al, while very judiciously 
keeping the options open. 

“One doesn’t have the im¬ 
pression that the U.S. would 
be terribly unhappy if Canada 
did leave, although such a 
move would be bound to 
create problems for them. 


"Clearly the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment and the U.S. have 
talked about this very real 
possibility. 

"But the Canadian govern¬ 
ment will have to make up its 
own mind.”

An external affairs depart¬ 
ment spokesman said it is dif¬ 
ficult for the commission to 
set a budget and work in this 
regard had been "inefficient.” 

Budget problems have not 
stopped the ICCS work yet but 
that could happen if the situa¬ 
tion continues. One of the dif¬ 
ficulties is that all parties to 
the agreement must approve 
the budget. 

Meanwhile the Viet Cong 
were reported to have apolo¬ 
gized and blamed poor com¬ 
munications with field units 
for the forcing down of two 
joint military commission he¬ 
licopters Friday. 

The helicopters were fired 
on by machine-gunners during 
a routine liaison flight. One 
machine was hit in the tail 
and both made emergency 
landings in Viet Cong-held ter¬ 
ritory 54 miles north of Sai¬ 
gon. No one was injured. 

And in Washington, the 
White House announced Unit¬ 
ed States envoy Henry Kis¬ 
singer and Le Due Tho of 
North Vietnam will return to 
the Paris conference table 
next Thursday to renew the 
search for a stable Vietnam 
peace. 

Kissinger, who conducted 
the original peace talks with 
Tho in Paris, is expected to 
devote three or four days to 
the new round of meetings.

OTTAWA (CP) - The Bank 
of Canada boosted the bank 
rate Friday night by one-half 
of one per cent to 5^4 per 
cent, a further step in bhe 
bank’s efforts to restrict cred¬ 
it. 

A statement issued by the 
bank said that the new rate 
increase continues the policy 
outlined April 9 when the rate 
was pushed up to 514 from 444 
per cent. 

Gerald Bouey. governor of 
the bank, said at the time that 
the aim of the April increase 
was to guard against too 
sharp an expansion of borrow¬ 
ing and spending that might 
exaggerate the inflationary 
trand months from now. 

The Friday statement rei¬ 
terated Bouey’s remarks that 
the bank is committed to 
maintaining rates of mone¬ 
tary growth high enough to 
support a strong expansion of 
output and employment. 

The Friday rate increase is 
only the second in the last 19 
months. 

The bank said the chartered 
banks have been asked to pay 
particular attention to the 
needs of small businesses and 
to applications for credit in 
elow-growth areas. The char¬ 
tered banks had also been 
urged to give priority to cred¬ 


it applications by Canadians 
rather than foreign custom¬ 
ers. 

The statement said there 
has been a strong upward 
pressure on short-term* inter¬ 
est rates in Canada in recent 
weeks following "extremely 
strong demand for credit." 
This had been reflected in 
large increases in bank lend¬ 
ing. 


Asked whether the govern¬ 
ment would seek to pursue 
prosecution of the two, assis¬ 
tant prosecutor Warren Reese 
said: "It’s dead.” 

Byrne’s decision followed 
disclosures that the office of 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist had 
been broken into with the 
knowledge of White House 
staff members and that Ells¬ 
berg had been overheard in 
federal wiretaps.

Howard Hunt and G. Gordon 
Liady brought about the dis¬ 
missal of all charges. 

Byrne said misconduct by 
the government—which in¬ 
cluded an administration-or¬ 
dered burglary and wiretaps 
—caused him to dismiss espi- 
ortage, theft and conspiracy 
charges against Ellsberg and 
Russo. 

Hunt, who pleaded guilty in 
the Watergate breaking and 
Liddy, who was convicted 
after trial, bossed a team of 
men who at White House 
orders and with technical help 
from the Central Intelligence 
Agency rifled the files of Ells¬ 
berg’s psychiatrist to get in¬ 
formation about him. 

"The conduct of the govern¬ 
ment has placed this case in 
such a posture it precludes 
the fair and dispassionate 
consideration -of issues by the 
jury,” the judge said. He 
acted also on information that 
wiretaps had been placed on 
Ellsberg before he gave 
copies of the secret papers to 
the press. 

He said he was dismissing 
the case because of "the in¬ 
formation that has been pre¬ 
sented in the last several 
days,” as well as the wiretap 
disclosure. 

After the decision was an¬ 
nounced. Ellsberg told report¬ 
ers he plans numerous suits, 
including one against Pres¬ 
ident Nixon. 

"We will bring suit against 
all the conspirators, of which 
the president appears to be 
the ringleader,” Ellsberg 
said. "The president has led a 
conspiracy to deprive us of 
our civil liberties.” 

Ellsberg and Russo said 
they did not regret having re¬ 
leased the PentagonPapers. 
which led to the two years of 
litigation. 

"We think that we had to 
tell the truth to the American 
people." Ellsberg said. "Tony 
and I did something right in 
our lives.”

QUALICUM BEACH — 
Grad* 12 students at Quatt- 
cum Beach senior secondary 
school, who plan to go onto 
higher education,' have a 
number of bursaries and 
scholarships for which they 
can apply. Some are awarded 
only to students from this 
school, but most are available 
to any Grade 12 student in the 
province who qualifies. 

The ParksviUe and Quali- 
cutn Beach branches of the 
Royal Canadian Legion offer 
a $300 bursary-scholarship an¬ 
nually, preference given to 
students on technical anl vo¬ 
cational programs, and to 
sons and daughters of ex-ser¬ 
vice personnel. Those In the 
most financial need are given 
priority. 

The Parks ville and District 
Credit Union awards two $500 
scholarships to students on 
technical and academic pro¬ 
grams and one $2p0 scholar¬ 
ship 6> a student on a voca¬ 
tional program. Students who 
apply for these awards must 
be members of a credit union. 

The Mount AtTpw*mith 
Teachers’ Association* awards 
two $200 scholarships to stu¬ 
dents and academic and tech¬ 
nical courses. Students are se¬ 
lected _ on results of the 
school’s internal examinations 
and their suitability for *he 
teaching profession. 

MacMillan and Bloedel 
awards a $500 scholarship to a 
student on either the technical 
or academic program. The 
student’s potential as a leader 
as evidenced in his school ac¬ 
tivities is taken into consider¬ 
ation. 

A $200 scholarship is given 
each year in memory of 
former MLA H. J. Welch. The 
Bowe Home Womens’ Insti¬ 
tute awards a $100 vocational 
scholarship. Both these 
awards are given to students 


with high standings iri Grade 
11 and 12 internal examina¬ 
tions who have demonstrated 
good citizenship and have con¬ 
tributed to school activttie. 

The Student Council awards 
a $200 bursary to a student on 
an academic or vocational 
program who has similar 
qualifications to the winners 
of the last two scholarships, 
except that the student’s ex¬ 
amination results In Grade 10 
are also taken into consider¬ 
ation. As this is a bursary, the 
student’s financial need is 
also taken into account. 

In addition to the scholar¬ 
ships and awards, there are a 
number of prizes that are pre¬ 
sented each year. The Island 
Hall Home Economics Prize 
is given to the student with 
the highest standing in the 
Community Service program. 

The Grade 12 student with 
the highest standing in En¬ 
glish receives the $50 Flora 
Reddyhoff Prize. The Chester 
Good Commerce Award goes 
to the student with the highest 
standing in commercial sub¬ 
jects. 

A Craig Reid Medal is pre¬ 
sented to the Grade 12 boy 
with the highest standing in 
the academic technical pro¬ 
gram and another medal is 
awarded to the girl with the 
highest standing. 

The Citizenship Award is 
giVeft to the -student who is 
most notable for qualities of 
character and personality 
leadership ability, consistent 
cooperation with staff and stu¬ 
dents and a good standard o t 
achievement on his or her 
particular program. 

The Qualicum Beach Rota¬ 
ry Club makes a loan of at 
least $300 each year to a stu¬ 
dent in financial need to con¬ 
tinue higher education. The 
loan is interest free until six 
months after the student com¬ 
mences employment, then in¬ 
terest at the rate of 6% is 
charged.

Heavy Vote Expected Today 
On Nanaimo Area Complex

v# NANAIMQ — Slightly more 
than 21,000 persons will be eli¬ 
gible to vote today on a refer¬ 
endum which has been 
termed “on* of the most im¬ 
portant votes that will ever be 
taken here.’* 

The question before the 
voters, essentially, is whether 
they are prepared to approve 
a tax hike of three mills per 
year for the next 20 years to 
pay for construction and 
operation of a multi-use recre¬ 
ation complex, operated by 
the Nanaimo Regional Dis¬ 
trict Board. . 

110 Acres 

The complex, to consist of a 
regulation-sized arerfa and ice 
surface, indoor swimming 
pool and a social recreation 
building, will cost a total of 
53.5 million. The three mill 
hike will amortize the cost 
over 20 years, taking into con¬ 
sideration federal and provin¬ 
cial grants to the project, 
amounting to roughly 1.1 mil¬ 
lion. 

It would be situated at Ex¬ 
hibition Park, just north of 
Nanaimo, on 110 acres of land 
which the city will sell to the 
regional board if the referen¬ 
dum receives the necessary 
majority to pass. 


Average 


The three-mill levy is the 
average worked out by the 
regional district administra¬ 
tion, over the whole of greater 
Nanaimo. However, voters in 
the city of Nariaimo will get a 
better break. 

City council Jias agreed to 


Invest the 5260.000 proceeds 
from the sale of the land and 
the return on this, combined 
with the elimination of defi¬ 
cits from the existing outdoor 
pool and civic arena, which 
will be assumed by the re¬ 
gional authority, will combine 
to reduce the levy in the city 
to 1.65 mills. 

There are 6,600 persons 
eligible to-vote in the city and 
another 15,000 in the outside 
areas. 

Two Years 

Polls will be situated at a 
total of 12 locations in the out¬ 
lying areas and at the Frank- 
lyn Street school gymnasium 
for city voters. 

Polls will be open from 8 
a.m. to 8 p.m. today. 

It is expected the centre 
will take about two years to 
complete once construction 
gets started. The start could 
be made as early as this July, 
regional spokesmen say, since 
architectural work has been 
in progress for several 
months. Project architects 
Carlberg and Jackson As¬ 
sociates of Vancouver report 
the planning complete and all 
that remains is approval of 
the referendum and the fork¬ 
ing drawings will proceed ^im¬ 
mediately. 

Crowded 

The outcome of the vote is 
vital to the area, as many 
have said here over the past 
few weeks. 

The existing civic arena is 
crowded during the winter 
season to the point where 
more than 500 boys were 
turned away from minor 


hockey programs last winter 
and free skating time for fam¬ 
ilies was at a minimum. 

The only all-season swim¬ 
ming -pool in the area now is 
located at Brannan Lake 
school for the exclusive use of 
the boys sent there. 

Only Answer 

The city of Nanaimo simply 
cannot afford to pay for rec¬ 
reation facilities for all entire 
region and the small improve¬ 
ment district and unorganized 
territories which surround the 
city cannot afford to erect 
their own facilities. 

Therefore, as city and re¬ 
gional officials agree, there 
is only one answer — the re¬ 
gional recreation complex. 

In the vote today, the ques¬ 
tion must be answered in the 
affirmative by at least 60 per¬ 
cent of the voters in each re¬ 
gional district electoral area. 
And, since the Cedar and Ex¬ 
tension areas carry a great 
percentage of the tax base 
through industrial installa¬ 
tions, failure of the vote in 
either of these areas will be 
die death of the entire project. 

Advance Poll 

Regional district officials 
are looking forward to a good 
turnout- at the polls. They say 
they are encouraged by the 
# more than 330 persons who 
voted at the advance poll 
here Tuesday, which, in itself, 
constitutes a record turnout 
for a regional or school elec¬ 
tion or vote. 

The project will not be 
scaled down or modified if the 
vote fails. Spokesmen have 
said it will be “back to square 
one” and a whole set of new 


approaches to the recreation 
problem will be necessary. 

Council Pays 

The regional board has been 
aided in the planning and the 
campaign to push the project 
by the Joint Service Clubs 
Council, a group formed from 
virtually every service club in 
the area. 

The council has paid the en¬ 


tire bill for all advance pub¬ 
licity for the project. 

"Nothing that has happened 
in this regard has cost the 
taxpayers one penny," a re¬ 
gional board spokesman said. 
The council has contributed 
several thousand dollars to 
the project and to the cam¬ 
paign in an effort to assure 
there is proper recreation 
available for people of this 
area. 


Itfs Back to Black 
For Water district 


NANAIMO — The North 
Wellington waterworks dis¬ 
trict has its books, back into 
the black again after a year 
of deficit financing in 1971. 

Finance chairman Frank 
Crane told the annual meeting 
that the district ended 1972 
with a cash surplus of $12,000, 
compared with a deficit of 
$4,000 in the previous fiscal 
period ." 

But the money won’t have a 
chance to sit around and get 
rusty. 

Board chairman Mrs. Ada 
Howden told the meeting that 
in the near future, consider¬ 
able cash will be required for 
extensions of both water and 


sewer lines, particularly 
along the Island Highway to 
its junction with Hammond 
Bay Road, about three miles 
north of the village of Well¬ 
ington. 

She ruled out piece-by-piece 
construction of water and 
sewer mains, suggesting that 
it must be done on a large 
scale in order that the entire 
district can benefit from in¬ 
creased water pressure which 
will be required to service the 
new areas. 

The other main item of 
business saw trustee B. W. 
Savory returned for another 
term to the board of trustees. 
He defeated hopeful Jack 
Medford for the job. 


Lake Cowichan Board 
Approves Tax Hike 


Cumberland School 
Hits Building Snag 


LAKE COWICHAN - A 
school tax increase of 1.98 
mills was approved by the 
Lake Cowichan school board 
at its recent monthly meeting, 
bringing the 1973 mill rate to 
37.47 mills. The 1972 mill rate 
for the distict was 35.49 mills. 

After adjustments for Mala- 
epina College, the gross 
school budget for the coming 
yepr will be $2,076,192. Of this 
amount. $1,339,320 is to be 
raised by local taxation, and 
is the basis of the mill rate. 

Assessment in the district 
is divided between the village 
of Lake Cowichan and the 
surrounding rural - industrial 
area. Fur the ooming year, 


9.63 per cent of the assess¬ 
ment will come from die 
village and 90.37 per cent 
from the rural-industrial 
area. 

It was also announced 
overall district assessment 
had increased over the past 
year by $1,309,853. The in¬ 
crease in the tax base was 
reported to be due to the new 
telestat communication centre 
located near the village. 

In other board news, a new 
policy on community use of 
school district facilities and 
joint use of school and munic¬ 
ipal facilities was given sec¬ 
ond reading and adopted. 

The policy of the board will 


be to allow use of school facil¬ 
ities for other than normal 
school activities providing 
there is no conflict with edu¬ 
cational activities. An appro¬ 
priate fee schedule will be es¬ 
tablished by the board. 

“The board of school 
trustees acknowledges that it 
holds its school buildings and 
facilities in public trust for 
the citizerts of the district," 
said a preamble to the policy. 

The board will also encour¬ 
age the reciprocal use of mu¬ 
nicipal and school district fa¬ 
cilities for the benefit of the 
students and citizens of the

Captain James Caird of the 
Dublin freighter Irish Star¬ 
dust testified Friday in Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court that 
was what a B.C. pilot iden¬ 
tified only as Captain Jones 
told him as Caird reached the 
bridge after the ship grounded 
briefly late Jan. 24 near Alert 
Bay. 

Caird, a sailor RitTCe 1933 
and a skipper since 1947, fi¬ 
nally told his story Friday — 
but only after he had been 
found guilty by Judge William 
Ostler on one Canada Ship¬ 
ping Act charge and the ship 
itself was being defended on 
another. 

The ship’s trial didn’t finish 
on schedule. In fact, defence 
lawyer Donovan Lowry and 
prosecutor Dermod Owen- 
Flood said three more days 
would be needed to examine 
four or five defence witnesses 
and then argue the case. 

Ostler set aside July 12, 13 
and 16 and remanded Caird to 
Juty 12 for sentence on the 
charge of failing to report dis¬ 
charge of oil or an oily mix¬ 
ture by radio to a pollution 
prevention officer or steam¬ 
ship inspector in Nanaimo. 
Maximum penalty is a 
$100,000 fine. 

Lowry said late Friday an 
appeal against the conviction 
was being considered but no 
decision would be made until 
after the ship's trial. 

The judge began the day by 
rejecting Lowry’s motion for 
dismissal of the Caird charge 
on grounds of insufficient evi¬ 
dence — the entire defence 
case since no witnesses were 
called. 

Ostler said the law “im¬ 
poses on a master the duty of 
reporting” a discharge to the 
federally-listed location which 
is the closest and “most rea¬ 
sonable" one to call, in this 
case Nanaimo. 

He said the crown had 
enough evidence to show 
“beyond a reasonable doubt" 
that no such report was 
made. The only legal point 
that gave him trouble grew 
from the fact the listed Nanai¬ 
mo station had no radio — but 
Ostler ruled the law requiring 
a report by radio meant a 
radio on the ship, not ashore. 

He ruled Caird “made no 
effort" to report the pollution 
by any method. 

The skipper, first defence 
witness in the ship’s trial, 
said 1968 British Admiralty 
charts brought up to date 
were used on the $12 million, 
four-year-old vessel which has 
a crew of 33 and was built 
mainly for pulp and lumber 
shipments to Europe and 
Japan. 

He said pilotage is compul¬ 
sory in B.C. and “my under¬ 
standing is the pilot takes 
over navigation of the ship" 
although he said later to 
Owen-Flood the skipper out¬ 
ranks pilots “when it comes 
down to brass tacks.” 

Jones and a nilot named 
only as Captain Warren were 
aboard at 10 p.m. Jan. 24 
when the Irish Stardust en¬ 
tered Broughton Strait. Jones 
took over in good weather, 
said Caird — “I asked him if 
he was happy with everything 
and he said he was" and 
there was no need for Caird to 
stay. 

Caird went to his cabin, 
where “I was awakened by a 
jolt and a scraning noise (at 
about 11:30). I was on the 
bridge in seconds ... I asked 
the pilot. ‘What happened?’ 
and he said. ‘I’m sorry, cap¬ 
tain. we’ve hit the southwest 
corner of Haddington Is¬ 
land.’ " 

“My principle concern was 
the stability and safety of the 
ship,” said Caird, describing 
actions he took to correct a 
list and start oil-tank sam¬ 
plings that took more than 14 
hours while Warren took over 
from Jones. 

Two men were sent at about 
midnieht to check for signs of 
escaping oil and reported 
after about an hour they could 
see or smell none. 

Caird said one of these men 
asked Warren if anvone else 
should be informed and War¬ 
ren replied. “Well, the 
master’s already informed 
the agent and told them to let 
the authorities know." 


While the two men were 
checking for oil, Caird had 
phoned ships’ agent Albert 
Milne in Vancouver to report 
grounding and damage, ask 
for the nearest drydock “and 
would he advise the authori¬ 
ties." 

Milne, testifying later about 
the phone call, said Caird 
“asked me to contact the 
authorities" about* drydocking 
and never asked for a call to 
pollution prevention officers 
but added the radiophone 
message was “very weak" 
and kept fading and breaking 
up. 

Caird said he was happy 
about the no-oil report and 
“could see no reason for 
going back" to Alert Bay at 
dawn to seek possible oil but 
wanted to get to a safe an¬ 
chorage. He rejected Port 
McNeill because it might be 
too small. 


At daybreak, Caird tes¬ 
tified, “I admit I saw a slick 
of oil" in the wake of the Irish 
Stardust “but there was no 
way of preventing it except to 
get to the drydock as soon as 
possible." 

Answering questions by 
Owen-Flood, Caird said he 
had a copy of oil pollution 
prevention regulations “but 
not an up to date copy.'.’ 

The skipper said he felt 
the route past Haddington Is¬ 
land "was not a safe passage 
for a^hip of that size but I 
was not going to interfere 
with the pilot." 

Asked what authorities he 
meant in the phone call to 
ships’ agent Milne, he re¬ 
plied : “Not knowing who 
would want to know all this, I 
left that to him ... I asked 
Warren if there was anybody 
else I should inform. He said 
no."

Moving second reading of a 
private-member’s bill to abol¬ 
ish ministerial discretion in 
the granting and revoking of 
licences, he said existing leg¬ 
islation permits a “dictatorial 
system.” 

The bill would provide for 
specific regulations governing 
licensing fishermen. 

William Rompkey (L— 
Grand Falls-White Bay- 
Labrador), parliamentary 
secretary to Fisheries Min¬ 
ister Jack Davis, called the 
bill a retrograde step in light 
of recent government moves 
toward greater resource man- 
.agement and control. 

“We need close monitoring 
. . . control we can exercise 
at a moment’s notice to en¬ 
sure that stocks are not de¬ 
pleted. 

Control of fisheries re¬ 
sources, he said, through the 
courts or special committees, 
would be “resource manage¬ 
ment on a retroactive basis." 
Rompkey agreed there should 
be an appeal procedure for 
people who lose their licences. 

J. Angus MacLean (PC— 
Malpeque) said the minis¬ 
terial discretion now permit-

ted is often “a very bloody in¬ 
strument" which can deprive 
a fisherman and his helper of 
a major part of ther income 
by cancelling his fishing privi¬ 
leges. He therefore supported 
the idea of local appeal 
boards. 

Barnett's bill, he said, was 
not trying to restrict or abol¬ 
ish licensing “but to deter¬ 
mine by regulation the condi¬ 
tion under which licences are 
issued k . . to establish a 
framework."

Car Dealers, Buyers 
Innocently Trapped 


NANAIMO (CP) - The 
problem of buyers and 
dealers being innocently 
trapped with stolen cars and 
cars with outstanding liens is 
reaching epidemic propor¬ 
tions, says Jack Harrison, 
president of the Nanaimo Au¬ 
tomobile Dealers Association. 

He said recently that a lack 
of co-ordination in the motor 
vehicle branch in Victoria and 
the absence of a law making 
lien clearance compulsory in 
automobile transactions was 
causing the problems. 

Harrison said the issue will 
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be one of the main topics for 
discussion at the June meet¬ 
ing of the B.C. branch of the 
Federated Automobile 
Dealers Association meeting 
at Harrison Hot Springs. 

If a person has an address 
in Alberta, he can get plates 
for a car stolen in B.C. by 
simply writing to the Alberta 
government, which will mail 
the plates and registration to 
B.C., Harrison explained. The 
Alberta government is con¬ 
cerned only about the serial 
and identification numbers 
and is unaware that the car 
was stolen in B.C. The car 
can then be traded off in a 
B.C. dealer’s lot or sold to a 
private citizen, Harrison said. 

He said it can take as many 
as .10 days for a lien search to 
be made in Victoria and by 
that time an automobile 
transaction may be finished. 
If the car has a lien against 
it, the unsuspecting new 
owner may have his car re¬ 
possessed.

Jews Charged hy Russians

MOSCOW - Authorities in the Byelorus¬ 
sian capital of Minsk are preparing to try a 
group of Jews on charges of making pro- 
Israeli propaganda, passing out Zionist tracts 
and engaging in other anti-Soviet activities, 
Jewish sources said here Friday. 

The sources said the move, known officialy 
as File No. 97, included also Jews in the 
Byelorussian city of Moghilev, the Latvian 
capital of Riga, the Lithuanian capital of Vil- 
rnd the far eastern city of Khabarovsk. 


Jews have been called in for questioning in 
these cities. 

Minsk Jews, seeing "serious conse¬ 
quences” for the "whole Jewish community” 
in the move, have appealed to the world to 
"halt this massacre,” the Moscow sources 
said. 

Among Jews named in .Minsk were paint¬ 
er Giedali Kipnis, 69, arrested at he Brest 
railroad station last November after receiv¬ 
ing permission to emigrate to Israel, and a 
number of retired second world war officers.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The Pen¬ 
tagon Papers trial judge dismissed all 
charges against Daniel Ellsberg and 
Anthony Russo Friday, declaring 
that extraordinary misconduct by 
the United States government had ir¬ 
reparably damaged- the defendants’ 
right to a fair trial. 

Federal Judge Matt Byrne made 
it clear he was dismissing the conspir¬ 


acy, espionage and theft charges 
“with prejudice” — meaning that he 
was preventing another trial of the 
defendants on the same charges. 

In Washington, the government 
was stunned into silence, the White 
House refused to comment, and the 
justice department would not say 
what its next move would be.

OTTAWA - Canada will 
have to use its own funds to 
feed its soldiers serving on 
the International Commission 
of Control and Supervision 
(ICCS) in Vietnam, External 
Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp said Friday. 

He confirmed reports that 
the commission has run out of 
funds. 

Canada has requested the 
parties to the Paris peace 
agreement to supply more 
money, he told the Commons. 

In the meantime, the gov¬ 
ernment would ensure there is 
enough money for the Canadi¬ 
an truce team, but not for the 
other three countries on the 
commission. 

He was replying to Quebec 
Conservative Claude Wagner. 

The commission initially re¬ 
ceived about $1 million from 
each of the four parties to the 
Paris accord — North and 


South Vietnam, the Viet Cong 
and the United States. Howev¬ 
er, it has been unable to draw 
up a firm budget for its 
operations. 

Reports from Saigon say 
that private contractors sup¬ 
plying most of the basic ser¬ 
vices to the ICCS are becom¬ 
ing reluctant to continue 
operations without payment. 

Sharp said outside the Com¬ 
mons that helicopters hired 


by the ICCS could be ground¬ 
ed if funds are not made 
available soon. 

He said Canada is responsi¬ 
ble for about two per cent of 
the total operating costs of 
the commission. The other 
three countries on the ICCS, 
paying similar amounts, are 
Poland, Hungary, and In¬ 
donesia.

Canada seems to be prepar¬ 
ing the ground for withdraw¬ 
al. . while very judiciously 
keeping the options open. 

"One doesn’t have the im¬ 
pression that the U.S. would 
be terribly unhappy if Canada 
did leave, although such a 
move would be bound to 
create problems for them.

OTTAWA (CP) — The Bank 
of Canada boosted the bank 
rate Friday night by one-half 
of one per cent to 5 3 i j>er 
cent, a further step in the 
bank’s efforts to restrict cred¬ 
it. 

A statement issued by the 
bank said that the new rate 
increase continues the policy 
outlined April 9 when the rate 
was pushed up to 5Vi from 4\ 
per cent. 

Gerald Bouey, governor of 
the bank, said at the time that 
the aim of the April increase!, 
was to guard against too 
sharp an expansion of borrow¬ 
ing and spending that might 
exaggerate the Inflationary 
trend months from now. 

The Friday statement rei¬ 
terated Bouey’s remarks that 
the bank is committed to 
maintaining rates of mone¬ 
tary growth high enough to 
support a strong expansion of 
output and employment. 

The Friday rote increase is 
only the second in the last 19 
months. 

The bank said the chartered 
banks have been asked to pay 
particqlar attention to the 
needs of small businesses and 
to applications for credit in 
slow-growth areas. The char¬ 
tered banks had also been 
urged to give priority to cred¬ 


it applications by Canadians 
rather than foreign custom¬ 
ers. 

The statement said there 
has been a strong upward 
pressure on short-term inter¬ 
est rates in Canada in recent 
weeks following "extremely 
strong, demand for credit." 
This had been reflected in 
large increases in bank lend¬ 
ing. 


Asked whether the govern¬ 
ment would seek to pursue 
prosecution of the two, assis¬ 
tant prosecutor Warren Reese 
said: "It’s dead."

Hunt, who pleaded guilty in 
the Watergate breaking and 
Liddy, who was convicted 
after trial, -bossed a team of 
men who at White House 
orders and with technical help 
from the Central Intelligence 
Agency rifled the files of Ells¬ 
berg’s psychiatrist to get in¬ 
formation about him. 

"The conduct of the govern¬ 
ment has placed this case in 
such a posture it precludes 
the fair and dispassionate 
consideration of issues by the 
jury," the judge said. He 
acted also on information th$t 
wiretaps had been placed on 
Ellsberg before he gave 
copies of the secret papers to 
the press. 

He said he was dismissing 
the case because of "the in¬ 
formation that has been pre¬ 
sented in the last several 
days." as well as the wiretap 
disclosure. 

After the decision was an¬ 
nounced. Ellsberg told report¬ 
ers he plans numerous suits, 
including one against Pres¬ 
ident Nixon. 

"We will bring suit against 
all the conspirators, of which 
the president appears to be 
the ringleader," Ellsberg 
said. "The president has led a 
conspiracy to deprive us of 
our civil liberties." 

Ellsberg and Russo said 
they did not regret having re¬ 
leased the Pentagon Papers, 
which led to the two years of 
litigation. 

"We think that we had to 
tell the truth to the American 
people," Ellsberg said. "Tony 
and I did something right in 
our lives."

Hopson's Parting Advice: 

Let Manager Do Job 
Or Scrap Position 


In a formal parting shot, 
deposed City Manager Wil¬ 
liam Hooson said Friday that 
Victoria city council should 
take a whole new approach to 
the manager’s role, or scrap 
the position altogether. 

To appoint a full-time re¬ 
placement without defining 
the city manager’s function 
vis-a-vis council “would sim¬ 
ply be an exercise in futility,” 
Hooson said in a letter to 
Mayor Peter Pollen and al¬ 
dermen. 

Centralizing administrative 
decision-making in the office 
of mayor “is not compatible 
with the council-manager sys¬ 
tem, and indeed, disrupts and 
negates it,” he added. 

Hooson, a city employee for 
23 years, was asked to resign 
from his $25,000-plus .job last 
month. Official reason was an 
inability to keep up with the 
growing complexities of city 
business. 

His letter Friday suggests 
that he felt he was being left v 
out in the cold in the decision¬ 
making process. 

“My experience has led me 
to believe that members of 
council, in spite of protesta¬ 
tions to the contrary, are no 
longer prepared to delegate to 
the manager the necessary 
authority to undertake the 
duties and responsibilities as¬ 
signed to the position by stat¬ 
ute and bylaw.” 

Hooson also criticized Pol¬ 
len for his view that the 
mayor is responsible for the 
conduct of all officers and 
employees and the manage¬ 
ment of the city. 

"At the present time, the 
situation is greatly confused, 
as the mayor and committee 
chairman do not differentiate 
between policy matters and 
administrative routine. 

“Unwittingly or otherwise, 
they tend to bypass the man¬ 
ager and In some instances, 
even the department heads, 
without any real appreciation 
of the effect of their actions 

He said that unless council 
was ready to let the manager 
do his job, it should abandon 
the post entirely and return to 
the system under which each

department reports to council 
through the committee chair¬ 
man. In this case, the chair¬ 


man becomes the department 
head. 

Of his own dismissal, Hoo¬ 
son mentioned he aid not get 
a warning or hearing, “vague 
and unspecified insinuations” 
were made about his perform¬ 
ance, and he was not given 
the opportunity for another 
job within the civic service. 

He said he was also led to 
believe that hrs impending 
dismissal had been discussed 
by council for some time 
without his knowledge, de¬ 
spite the fact that he attended 
all meetings, both formal and 
caucus. 

“If ... I have failed to fulfil 
tlie expectations of council, it 
has not been for the lack of 
effort, and if my ability was 
being questioned, this was 
never formally brought to my 
attention.” 

Mayor Pollen said Friday 
evening he had not yet re¬ 
ceived the letter and thus 
could not comment. 


Grade 7 Books 
Will Be Free 


Grade 7 students in all B.C. 
schools will not have to pay 
rent for their school textbooks 
next year. 

They’ll be issued free text¬ 
books like all the other ele¬ 
mentary school pupils, in¬ 
stead of having to rent them 
as high school students do. 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly, in announcing the 
change Friday, said about 
45,000 students stood to bene¬ 
fit from the new policy. That 
was the expected enrolment 
next year in Grade 7 in public 
and private schools. 

The minister explained that 
Grade 7 had been dropped 
back to elementary school 
from junior high in the early 
1960s, but its textbook clas¬ 
sification had never been 
changed, with the result that 


seventh-graders were the only 
elementary school students 
paying rent. 

Government policy has been 
that elementary students re¬ 
ceive their textbooks free. 
Grade 8 and Grade 9 students 
pay a $4.50 annual rental fee, 
and Grade 10-12 students pay 
$5 a year. 


Two Youths Hurt 
In Hit-and-Run 

Two youths were in fairly 
good condition in the Royal 
Jubilee Hospital early this 
ipoming after they were hit 
by a truck, which left the 
scene, on the West Saanich 
Road south of Hartland in 
Saanich late Friday night. 


"I’m sorry, captain, we’ve 
hit the southwest corner of 
Haddington Island.” 

Captain James Caird of the 
Dublin freighter Irish Star¬ 
dust testified Friday in Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court that 
was what a B.C. pilot iden¬ 
tified only as Captain Jones 
told him as Caird reached the 
bridge after the ship grounded 
briefly late Jan. 24 near Alert 
Bay. 

Caird, a sailor since 1933 
and a skipper since 1947, fi¬ 
nally told his story Friday — 
but only after he had been 
found guilty by Judge William 
Ostler on one Canada Ship¬ 
ping Act charge and the ship 
itself was being defended on 
another. 

The ship's trial didn’t finish 
on schedule. In fact, defence 
lawyer Donovan Lowry and 
prosecutor Dermod^" Owen- 
Flood said three more days 
would be needed to examine 
four or five defence witnesses 
and then argue the case. 

Ostler set aside July 12, 13 
and 16 and remanded Caird to 
July 12 for sentence on the 
charge of failing to report dis¬ 
charge of oil or an oily mix¬ 
ture by radio to a pollution 
prevention officer or steam¬ 
ship inspector in Nanaimo. 
Maximum penalty is a 
$100,000 fine. 

Lowry said late Friday an 
appeal against the conviction 
was being considered but no 
decision would be made until 
after the ship’s trial. 

The judge began the day by 
rejecting Lowry’s motion for 
dismissal of the Caird charge 
on grounds of insufficient evi¬ 
dence — the entire defence 
case since no witnesses were 
called. 

Ostler said the law “im¬ 
poses on a master the duty of 
reporting” a discharge to the 
federally-listed location which 
is the closest and "mosi rea¬ 
sonable” one to call, in this 
case Nanaimo. 

He said the crown had 
enough evidence to show 
"beyond a reasonable doubt” 
that no such report was 
made. The only legal point 
that gave him trouble grew 
from the fact the listed Nanai¬ 
mo station had no radio — but 
Ostler ruled the law requiring 
a report by radio meant a 
radio on the ship, not ashore. 

He ruled Caird "made no 
effort” to report the pollution 
by any method. 

The skipper, first defence 
witness in the ship’s trial, 
said 1968 British Admiralty 
charts brought up to date 
were used on the $12 million, 
four-year-old vessel which has 
a crew of 33 and was built 
mainly for pulp and lumber 
shipments to Europe and 
Japan. 

He said pilotage is compul¬ 
sory in B.C. and "my under¬ 
standing is the pilot takes 
over navigation of the ship” 
although he said later to 
Owen-Flood the skipper out¬ 
ranks pilots "when it comes 
down to brass tacks.” 

Jones and a pilot named 
only as Captain Warren were 
aboard at 10 p.m. Jan. 24 
when the Irish Stardust en¬ 
tered Broughton Strait. Jones 
took over in good weather, 
said Caird — "I asked him if 
he was happy with everything 
and he said he was” and 
there was no need for Caird to 
stay. 

Caird went to his cabin, 
where "I was awakened by a 
jolt and a scraping noise (at 
about 11:30). I was on the 
bridge in seconds ... I asked 
the pilot, ’What happened?’ 
and he said. Tm sorry, cap¬ 
tain, we’ve hit the southwest 
corner of Haddington is¬ 
land.’ " 

"My principle concern was 
the stability and safety of the 
ship.” said Caird, describing 
actions he took to correct a 
list and start oil-tank sam¬ 
plings that took more than 114 
hours while Warren took over 
from Jones. 

Two men were sent at about 
midnight to check for signs of 
escaping oil and reported 
after about an hour they could 
see or smell none. 

Caird said one of these men 
asked Warren if anyone else 
should be Informed and War¬ 
ren replied, "Well, the 
master’s already informed 
the agent and told them to let 
the authorities know.” 

While the two men were 
checking for oil, Caird had 
phoned ships’ agent Albert 
Milne in Vancouver to report 
grounding and damage, ask 
for the nearest drydock "and 
would he advise the authori¬ 
ties." 

Milne, testifying later about 
the phone call, said Caird 


"asked me to contact the 
authorities” about drydocking 
and never asked for a call to 
pollution prevention officers 
but added the radiophone 
message was "very weak” 
and kept fading and breaking 
up. 

Caird said he was happy 
About the no-oil report and 
"could see no reason for 


going back” to Alert Bay at 
dawn to seek possible oil but 
wanted to get to a safe an¬ 
chorage. He rejected Port 
McNeill because it might be 
too small. 

At daybreak, Caird tes¬ 
tified, "I admit I saw a slick 
of oil” in the wake of the Irish 
Stardust “but there was no 
way of preventing it except to 


get to the drydock as soon as 
possible." 

Answering questions by 
Owen-Flood, Caird said he 
had a copy of oil pollution 
prevention regulations "but 
not an up to date copy.” 

The skipper said he felt 
the route past Haddington Is¬ 
land "was not a safe passage 
for a ship of that size but I 


was not going to interfere 
with the pilot.” 

Asked what authorities he 
meant in the phone call to 
ships’ agent Milne, he re¬ 
plied: "Not knowing who 
would want to know all this, I 
left that to him ... I asked 
Warren If there was anybody 
else I should inform. He said 
no.”

Downtown Future 


‘Signs Don t Help ’ 


Fewer than 100 people 
turned out Friday night for a 
panel discussion on creating a 
people-oriented downtown for 
Victoria, a city depicted by 
Mayor Peter Pollen as an un¬ 
attractive counterpart to many 
European centres. 

Before a question-and- 
answer period that included 
Aldermen Mike Young, Sam 
Bawlf and Alf Hood, Pollen 
showed a series of slides con¬ 
trasting Victoria and cities 
like Stockholm, Bergen and 
Norwich, England: 

• A panoramic view of 
neon signs along Douglas: 
"Signs, signs, signs. They 
don’t help you, they only 
serve to confuse.” 

• A shot of “frowsy” View ’ 
Street which, devoid of grass 
and greenery, stood as “an in¬ 
dictment of our values.” 

• A cramped street In 
James Bay: “Europeans 
would never tolerate these 
horrible, horrible B.C. tele¬ 
phone totem poles.” 


• “Magnificent” highrisee 
ringing James Bay which 
block any city view of the 
Olympic range. There are a 
few gaps, Pollen said, “but 
one or two more buildings and 
we’ll pretty well have it 
licked." 

There were some flattering 
shots of Beacon Hill Park and 
Bastion Square, but they were 
pretty well lost among the 
more depressing aspects of 
local scenery. 

After this, members of the 
audience at the Newcombe 
Auditorium discussed with t,he 
mayor and aldermen sorr^e 
aspects of improving the city. 

In reply to a question, Pol¬ 
len said the city is thinking in 
terms of clearing commercial 
property from along the Inner 
Harbor fringe “and just sit¬ 
ting back to see what can be 
done with it." 

Asked about the dirty water 
in the harbor, Pollen said the 


water itself Is a federal juris¬ 
diction and the best the city 
can do is pressure firms 
alongside it to dump less ref¬ 
use. 

“The department of trans- 
•port people seem very con¬ 
cerned but nothing is done,” 
he said. 

Pollen also said that the 
“life of large trucks going 
though the centre of Victoria 
to unload lumber at Ogden 
Point is coming to an end.” 

Bawlf said Government 
Street still holds a strong 
edge over Broad Street as a 
possible site for a pedestrian 
mall, largely because ‘of its 
shops and the fact that it is a 
traditional pathway for “peo¬ 
ple in large numbers.” 

Hood said: “We can’t stress 
enough the need to increase 
the residential content of 
downtown. Council is asking 
itself the question: How do we 
go about encouraging this 
kind of thing*” 


Highway should have opened 
this year, and it was based on 
a highways department plan 
to connect the Blanshard 
Street extension with the high¬ 
way by way of Vernon. 

However in recent weeks 
there have been continued 
talks between Saanich Mayor 
Hugh Curtis and Highways 
Minister Robert Strachan, 
with both parties maintaining 
a coy silence after discus¬ 
sions. 

Meanwhile Anglo-Canadian 
is waiting anxiously to get the 
building permit from Saanich. 

“Plans we filed with Saan¬ 
ich municipal hall complied 
with what we knew of high¬ 
ways department plans,” said 
Talbot. 

“I hope they’re not discuss¬ 
ing changea- which would 
mean changes In our plans.” 

The company already has 
tenants for about 75 per cent 
of the centre, which is expect¬ 
ed to include a 20,000-square- 
foot food store and a similar¬ 
sized drug store. There will 
be about 100,000 square feet of 
commercial area. 

“I've been working on plans 
since February, 1972,” said 
Talbot. “We spent six months 
longer than normal on the 
plans to try to accommodate 
both Saanich and the provin¬ 
cial highways department, 
and on that basis we filed our 
permit." 

He said the centre will take 
about nine months to build. 

"Next spring we could be 
back at the lockout-strike situ¬ 
ation in the construction 
industry, so you can see our 
schedule pretty well from 
that." 

There has been speculation 
about alternative routes to the 
Vernon link-up. 

One would be to cut into 
both municipal hall and po¬ 
lice-fire building grounds, tak¬ 
ing in valuable commercial 
sites. " 

Another would involve a 
tunnel under the Pat Bay 
Highway intersection with the 
Trans-Canada highway, com¬ 
ing out about Oak Street. 

Although this would involve 
heavy construction costs, it 
would relieve the highway de¬ 
partment of having to obtain 
expensive surface land from 
Town and Country Shopping 
centre, the proposed shopping 
centre and other commercial 
parSfels. 


I/Fic’s <170,000 Project 

Research Vessel in Works 


University of Victoria may, 
if all goes well, have Its own 
marine science research ves¬ 
sel in operation by early next 
year. 

The vessel, says Dr. G. O. 
Mackie, chairman of UVic’s 
biology department, is of gill- 
netter design for added room 
and seaworthiness. Construc¬ 
tion drawings for tlie 54-foot 
craft have been prepared, and 
now are being reviewed. 

"No tenders have been 
called,” Mackie said, "so we 
have no firm price yet. It. is. 
expected that, completely 
equipped for oceanographic 
research, the •vessel will cost 
about $170,000. 

"The university will be aible' 
to provide $70,000 of the re¬ 


quired funds from National 
Research Council grants, but 
private funding will have to 
be obtained for the re¬ 
mainder. 

"We are very fortunate to 
have had at our disposal in 
the past five years the trans¬ 
port ministry oceanographic 
launch Vancouver n, which 
has enabled us develop a 
marine biology program. 

"If, however, the federal 
government had cause to re¬ 
call the launch for its own 
needs for a considerable 
length of time, our teaching 
and research activity in this 
area would have to termi¬ 
nate." 

The new vessel will he 24 
feet longer than the Van¬ 
couver II. It will have room 


for such outstanding features 
as two separate seawater sys¬ 
tems for maintaining live 
specimens; wet and dry la¬ 
boratories; scuba diving facil¬ 
ities including air compres- 
s o r ; laboratory electric 
power, and a "bow thruster” 
capable of maintaining pre¬ 
cise positioning. 

The vessel will also have a 
power-operated crane and 
winches, living accommo¬ 
dation for three scientists plus 
crew, and specialized naviga¬ 
tional and operational equip¬ 
ment. Provision has also been 
made for the chlorination and 
holding of waste materials to 
guard against rharine pollu¬ 
tion. 

Dr. J. L. Littlepage, project 


co-ordinator for the new ves¬ 
sel, says the Vancouver II 
was at sea on research proj¬ 
ects on 250 days last year- 
maximum use under prevail¬ 
ing weather conditions. 

Research was carried out In 
the areas of pollution control, 
cold water survival, food 
chain dynamics and sea cur¬ 
rents, in an area ranging 
from Barkley Sound on the 
west to Bute Inlet north of 
Vancouver. 

Littlepage said: "Tenders 
on the vessel will be called as 
soon ns we are assured of the 
necessary funds. If we can 
get started in the near future, 
the boat should he operational 
early next year.”
